I wish to acknowledge your letter of May 7, 
file 303-11, enclosing the letter of May 6 from the 
Reverend Father G./.Paquette, O.M.I., in connection with 
income tax deductions from the salary of the Xeverend Sister 
Cecilia of Jesus, teacher at the Big River 1..C. Indian Day 
Sehool. 


With regard to the ruling of the Department of 
National evenue, Income Tax Division, the Indian Affairs 
Branch have not deducted income tax from the salaries of 
jisters of recognized religious corporations engaged as 
teachers if the Branch is advised of the facts when the 
appointments are made, The Cost of Living Bonus regulations 
do not permit of payment of cost of living bonus to institutions 
and, where teaching Sisters, members of recognised religious 
corporations, have claimed exemption from income tax, the cost 
of living bonus has not been paid. 


In the case of the Reverend Sister Cecilia of 
Jesus, cost of living bonus has been paid in addition to salary 
and the deductions made on account of income taxj in other words, 
the Sister has been treated in the same manner as any other 
employee of the Indian Affairs Branch. 


From the letter of the Keverend Vather G.u.Paquette, 
OeMele,y it is noted that the compensation paid is used by the 
Reverend Sister for her maintenance and is not turned over to the 
religious corporation. 


I would appreciate if you would explain the above 
to the \everend Father Paquette and advise the Indian Affairs 


Branch further in this respect.

Your letter of the 20th ultimo, regarding 
salary payments to the teachers of the Big River R.C. 
School for the period april 1 to October 31, has 
been received and very carefully reviewed. 


It is true that religious teaching 
orders have been exempted from the payment of 
income tax. However, when members of a religious 
order claim that privilege we are not permitted to 
pay bonus. 


The small income tax deduction of }4.05 
made in April was due to the fact that sister 
Cecilia of Jesus hed filed a T.D. 1 form stating 


v that she had two dependents. We noted that she 


referred to the two Sisters associated with her 
in the work. These cannot legally be claimed as 
dependents. The classification consequently was 
debatable but, in order not to delay forwarding 
the cheque, she was considered as having two 
dependents and consequently only $4.05 income tax 
was deducted. an official ruling was obtained in 
May to the effect that the two other Sisters 
engaged with her in the work did not actually 
constitute dependents and consequently the full 
tax deduction of a single person without dependents 
was made. 


Rev. Gk, Paquette, OoMelIe, 
Big River Indian Reserve, 
Victoire P.0., Sask. 
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we have recently refunded to Sister 
Marie Reine an amount of $15.17 covering the 
deduction of 5% for the retirement fund for the 
months of May, June and September. The deduction 
in each case was 35 a month and the 17¢ was the 
amount of the interest allowed. As the matter 
stands now the present teacher of the school will 
be paid at the rate promised her, namely, $100 a 
month, and, as she is a member of a religious 
order, no deduction will be made for income tax 
but, as stated above, she will not be allowed the 
bonus. No deduction will be made for retirement 
fund. Consequently her salary in future will be 
at the rate of $100 a month. 


I am bringing to the attention of the 
Trusts Branch your statement that three Indians 
4id not receive their Treaty last spring.

Now here is the question: It would be to 
enlarge the actual school by thirty feet in order to keep the 
children from Monday morning till three thirty on the next Friday. 
Mr. Jones, the Indian Agent, is doubtful as he is not able to 
know what the authorities of the Roman Catholic Church think. 
After having taken information, I wish to say that the author- 
ities of the R.C. Church are not opposed to it and they even told 
me to go ahead. I do not ask for a boarding school, but a reform 
day school according to the expression of Mr. Jones, 4 school like 
the one at ort Pelley. 


Now, here are the reasons I bring forth to get 
a reform day school: 


1. The actual school is too small, for the exterior measurements 
of the school are twenty-five fect wide and thirty-eight feet 
long.

Jurthermore, there are only twenty-eight 
desks, It is really troublesome for the teacher to supervise, 
when the children are two in a desk. Since nearly two months 
the Sister Superior teaches the beginners in the basement of 
the school, which, in winter, is too cold and of which the 
floor is out of use. The Sisters asked for times, I think, to 
have the floor repaired and they, always, had the same reply 
from the Indian Agent: no money, next year, we will try to do 
something. It is a good escape from requisition. 


Since January 1939, I was obliged nearly every day to » around 
in order to have the children come to school. It was a real 
corvee. Since September 1945, with the help of the family 
allowances, the children come to school more willingly, but 
they are late and I have to continue the same strategy: cet 
the children at home in order to have thm come on time for 

the beginning of school. 


Nearly every morning, the children arrive at school very dirty. 
The Sisters take three quarters and often an hour making them

In reply to Departent letter #107-13-1, the 
Kinematayo Band of Indians, Blg “iver Reserve are to be 
considered a backward bind, and like all other bands , 
backward or otherwise, there is much room for improvement 
where Cleanliness is concerned. I was on th‘s reserve 
on March 2nd, this being a Saturday I did not go into 
the day schools. I did, however, inspect both Day Schools 
on February 6th last and I particularly remeber tnere 
were fifteen children in attendance at the Anglican Day 
School and I felt it necessary to compliment the teacher, 
Mrs. McLeod a treaty Indian, on the cleanliness of the 
the school and her pupils. Since Mrs. McLeod is pretty 
much alone and can obtain these results it does not seem 
reasonable that the three Sisters at the other school 
should encounter more di ‘ficulty. 


Tne average attendance at the Catholic Day School 
is 25 to 30 pupils and these pupils like the pupils of the 
otner day school presented a very respectavle appearance 
also.

Dear Mr. Glen, 


On April 23rd you answered to a letter which I had sent you 
on the 9th of the same month, transmitting to you a letter which 
had been addressed to me by Reverend Father O,2, Paquette of the 
Big River Indian Reservation, Saskatchewan. 


father Paquette whom I know intimately, has just sent me a 
few commentaries in connection with this letter, and I am trans- 
mitting them to you as follows: 


"In my letter, I did not mention the building of a board- 
ing school outside of the Reservation or the sending of 
the children to a boarding school outside of the Reser- 
vation. All that I asked was this: My request had to do 
with the enlargement of the present school by about 
thirty feet in order to keep the children there from Monday 
to friday. Then, I mentioned the reasons for wh’ch I made 
that request. There is a reason to which I draw the atten- 
tion of the Denartment. the children arrive in a condition 
versing on filth. The three nuns sped one hour every 
morning cleaning them. Uninterestine work to which the 
twelve years of missionary life amone the Indians have 
failed to acoustom me, and the nuns start this work again 
every morning and change their (the children's) clothes, 
in order that they be »roperly dressed. Those clothes are 
gifts which they zot, and Mr. Ostrander also sent a few 
bundles. Once the school day is over, they put on their 
dirty clothes to go back to the house, 


That request does not come from me. It comes from the 
indians themselves. Already a family from that Reservation 
have sent their seven childrento the boardine -chool of Beau- 
val; another made such a request and, this Sumer. the 
Gilbert and Alex Keenatoh families want to send their children 
to the SBeauval residential school. Xecently, another family 
made the same request. Since the Department for Indian 
Affairs wish the children to stay on the Reservation, they 
must take the means of seeing that they do stay on their own 
reservation. I forgot to mention how many times the nuns 

> kept the children or rather have sheltered them during 

“s" absence, in order that the children micht be at 
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chool every day. I have no doubt that the Indian Affairs 
epartment can meet my request and will do everything in 
their pwwer for the welfare of the children. 


" I willingly admit that I was unaware of the fact that 
the children going to a seeeeeny school were not entitled 
to family allowances. However, ean affirm that I have 
never seen the Indians in such a condition of idleness as 
since they receive the family allowance. They rely only 

on the allowance cheque to live. With that money they 

are enabled to buy everything they want, and the children 
have nothing to wear and nothing to eat. Repeated visits 
to the Reservation would convince anyone who is not aware 
of the facts. I have never seen them as poor as this 
summer, and it seems to he that if that money or the equi- 
valent were used to feed and clothe the children, it would 
be more useful to the children than encouraging the parents 
to be idle.

Receitly I wrote you stating that I would 
again tske up the matter of the Catholic school of Bis 
River reservation. First of all, it is too snall, becsuse 
at the last trimester (from Sent. to December) the pupils' 
average was 29.9. There are only 28 desks. What can be 
done when there are 32 to 34 children present in the class- 
room. As you can see the school is at its full capacity 
and the ventilation is defective in view of the large nunber 
of pupils. Only one class-room for all of them. ‘The kvd. 
Sister Superior also teaches the hichest and lowest courses 
in the basement of the school to assist the school teacher 
in her work. Regarding the basement, the cenent floor is 
in very bad condition. The sisters have called the atten- 
tion of the inspector and of the Indian agent. They 
examine, make plans and go away: in the Fell or in the 
Spring renairs will be done. ‘We have been waiting for 
those repairs for three or four years. It seens that 
something should be done and the matter would be settled. 
Nice words and promises. They are well able to cive then, 
our 200d agents ..e. 


To come back to the letter from Mr. Glen 

who states: " We are trying to encourage the Indians to 
accent some responsilibity ir the education of their 
children”, I wonder if the minister, Mr. Glen, has visited 
all the reservations of Western Canada, Undoubtedly, some 
of then sre more civilized than others, when they are comn- 
ared to those of the Hast which have a civilization of 2 

or 3 hundred years before them. Thst counts for sonething,. 


In that connection, an employee of the Indian 
denartment plainly admitted: our officers in Ottawa do not 
understand anything. They judge the western reserves in 
the same light as those of the east. ‘ith out Indians 
deenly anchored in their habits and whose object is to en- 
joy the moment's satisfaction, it is very hard for them to 
understand what it is to be responsible in the education of 
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their children. As soon as the children have reached 
the age of 14 or 13, their studies are over. They know 
enough to saw a niece of wood or to snend their time 
doing nothing. With the girls, it is the same thing 
because at the age of 13 or 14 they are already married 
by their psrents. Here are some names, if he wants some: 


Catherine Lachance Married under the Indian manner, in 
February lest; born on October 9, 
1932. 


Naney Whitefisk or 
Attikamen Married in the Indian manner in July 
last; born Feb. 22, 1933. 


Netmaker F, Married in the Indian manner at the 
age of 14. 


Thomas ‘i. Married in the Indian manner at the 
age of 13 or 14. 


Those marriages are for the year 1946 until today. I 
do not dare bring up cases of the past years. 


Under such circumstances, how can you exnect 
the parents to understand their responsibility. Since 
1959 almost, as a truant officer handling a stick, I have 
to walk a mile or two to send the children to school. 
Unless I did that, they would arrive at twelve o'clock 
or they would not come at all. Sometimes I have to parley 
with the parents who want to keep their children for the 
smallest of reasons. As you can see, civilization has a 
long way to go before the parents understand their resp- 
onsilibity regardine the education of their children. 


Furthermore, the minister of Resources 
adds: "In a day school of this size it has been felt 
that the children are happier and sore contented in 
their classes than in a residential school, where they 
are often far from their parents and homes." First, I 
want to point this out: I am not askine for a residential 
school but a semi-residential school, according to the 
minister's word. Furthermore, I am not making a request 
for a semi-residential school outside the reserve, but 
for one on the reserve. That is what the minister seems 
to ignore. That school will be for the children of the 
reservation, that is to say, for the Big River reservation 
commonly known as Whitefish, and not for the children of 
other reserves. Second point, the children will be hannier 
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and more contented than those of the residential schools. 

A big interrogation mark can be placed here. A sure thing 
is that the children kept at school during the whole week 
will be happier and nore contented then those fed at home 
because, at least, at the school they will satisfy their 
hunger as, at the house, it is no loncer the parents who 
support th ther the children thenselves, 
by the family all who support the parents and 
keep them i Enquire of

The nuns could give you much information in this regard 
which would surprise you sreatly. As you can see, hanpiness 
is far from being what the minister thinks. Yinally, certain 
Indian families ardently wish to send their children to an 
industrial school. Already, since two years, seven or 
rather taen, have gone to such 4 school. Others have made 
requests to that effect. 1 refused and asked the Indian 
agent, Mr. Jones, to support me in my refusal. That means 
that the Indians know very well thet their children will 

be happier and more contented in a residential school than 
jin a day-school. It is for the rurpose of trying to obtain 
a semi residential school or & reform day school, according 
to the word used by Mr. Jones, Indian agent at Leask, that 

I bring up the matter again. 


I hove that you will send to Mr. Glen the 
various remarks that 1 make in this letter and that you 
will support my request with all your influence. If, one 
day, the Indian children have 4 semi-residential school, 
they will owe it to you and will be glad to thank you by 
asking tm God for the greces that you need and for success 
in your undertakings.

A situation has arisen at the Big River Reserve of the Carlton Agency 
whereby Reverend Father Paquette, who is the Roman Catholic Missionary on 
that reserve, has raised an o n Catholic children attending the 
Anglican Indian Day School. I may say in this connection that we have two 
Indian day schools on the White Bear's Reserve, one under the auspices of the 
Roman Catholic Church,and the other under the auspices of the Women's Missionary 
Society of the United Church. There was an understanding when the Roman Catholic 
Day School was opened last yeer that parents of children livin: closer to the 
Roman Catholic School should be permitted to send their children to that schoo], 
even though they belon: to the United Church, and that parents of Roman Catholic 
children livinz closer to the United Church School should be permitted to send 
their children to the United Church School rather than have them travelling 
& greater distance to the School operated under their own denomination, 


I certainly favour this method as it seems unnecessary, even unwise, 
to insist upon Indien children travelling a greater distance to school in order 
that they may attend the school of their own denomination,

We should also have the monthly reports 
from the Big River R.C. School for January, February 
and March, 1948, A copy of this letter is being sent 
to Indian Superintendent Jones so that you can 
correspond directly with him.

ny attention and asks me to nake them known to youe In his 
letter he states: 


"sinee Septeaber, we have difficulty in getting 
certain children to attenc schoole They say that 

at the Anglican school they can stay away as wuch 

as they like and that the family allowance is 

granted to them just the same. The Department has 
set five days for absenteeism per wuonth. If the 
children are abseyt over five days per month, they 

do not get the allowance. At the school here, the 
teacher is strict about this. Last fall, young Sau 
Lachance of the Anglican school spent almost two 
weeks in front of the Catholic school waiting for the 
pupils to go and plays ‘The nuns have, like myself, 
seen young Lachance play truant. The allowance was 
granted for that wonth such as in the case of the 
pupils who attend school regularly. I would not have 
said a word if the councillor Thouas whitefish whose 
children go to the Angliec.n school had not stated 
before three or four Indians at our school, "at the 
Anglican school the children are absent as often as 
they like and the allowance is granted re ularly". 
That is a source of annoyance for us and it seems to 
we that the same law must apply to the children of 
other denominations as well as to the Catholic pupils. 
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Recently an Indian woman, Mrs. Benjamin 
Netmaker went to the Ste. Famille hospital at Prince 
Albert. After having been examined, the doctors stated 
that she took too great a quantity of Indian medicine 

and that her internal tissues are destroyed. That is 
what Dr. Tucker of Prince Albert, said here to a family 
on the reserve, and he tried to Pina out who gave her 

the medecine. First, this wowan got Indian remedies 

frow Frank Netmaker and in addition, he bled her at the 
elbow. I have proofs concerning what I state. “hen, 
Charlie Lachance also gave her medicine, When they have 
wheedled as wuch money as possible from the patient and 
when they see that there is no more hope, those two men 
call for a doctor and, if the latter is not successful, 
they accuse him of be inefficient, ete. I think 

that this is the good time to bring those two nitwits 

to their senses, particularly in this case; it is thought, 
according to the doctor's report, that the woman has 
blood poisining. I would ask the Indian Departwent to 
get busy and to see that the two men get severe 
punishment. ‘Then the whites who live near the reservation 
will stop to believe that the Indian Departiwont is not 
doing its duty in this respect and that the Departuent 
appoints unqualified doctors to lock after the Indians". 


I believe that those facts certainly 


deserve your personal consideration and that of your Department.

I am now able to provide you with further information 
Concerning the situation mentioned in my letter of April 19. 


You will recall that the Reverend Father G. E. Paquette ,0.M.I. 
of the Big River Indian Reserve, made certain representations with 
regard to conditions on this reserve, The delay in answering has 
been caused by the fact that our field officials have been unable to 
reach the reserve because of the condition of the roads. However, 
we have now received a report from our Indian Superintendent and 
also from the teacher of the Church of England school on the Big 
River Reserve. 


The essential fact in this situation seems to be that 
some members of the Big River Band have refused to accept family 
allowances. For this reason, our field officials have not pressed 
the regulations regarding school attendance, In this way it was 
hoped that the parents would be encouraged to register their 
children for payment. 


The teacher at the Big River Church of England School 
ie an Indien named Mr. Smith Atimoyoo who is a graduate in 
Theology from Emmanuel College. He has submitted a report upon 
his pupils’ attendance during the year. Unfortunately, this 
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Feport was delayed because of lack of transportation and the 
flooded river, 


It shows that Sem Lachance was absent during 
September beeause of toxoid illness. 


Our local Indien Superintendent will be giving 
special attention to the attendance at this school in 
future.

Dear Sir: 


I have your letters of October 2nd file 
1477-15-118 (109) and the one of October 22 file 
1551-15-118 (109) re attendanee of R.C. children 
to the Anglican day school on this reserve. Your 
instructions concerning those children have not 
been carried out at all. Nothing was done, because 
I saw with my own eyes the children of Joseph 
Whitefish going to the Anglican school a few days ago. 


Now, I know the trouble come from just because 
they think they are two and half or three or four miles 
away from our school, they can send their children to 
the Anglican school. It might be a good thing to have 
somebody to bring to our school those children every 
morning and to bring back home every night those 
children and to be paid for this like the Provincial 
Government do for the whites.

Reserve. The contents thereof is self explanatory. 


As you are aware, Big River Band of Indians 
are served by Anglican and R.C. Missionaries both 
of whom are strugglying to convert the members of 
Big River Band from Paganism to a christian way of 
life, with the results that considerable pressure 
is being brought to bear upon the Indians by the 
Missionaries concerned to adhere to the particular 
faith which the Missionaries represent, due to this 
pressure the Indian mind is confused and while a 
few are becoming strong adherents of the faiths 
mentioned, the majority are asea as it were and 
cannot understand the difference or shall we say 
animosity that exists between the two christian 
denominations who are in competition in connection 
with their conversion from Paganism. 


The suggestion outlined in the enclosed 
letter received from Rev. Father Paquette would 
no doubt assist the Missionaries and place the 
onus of deciding which Indian is Pagen, Anglican 
or Roman Catholic upon our Branch, with the results 
that the Superintendent would eventually receive 
the wrath of Anglican and Roman Catholic Church 
officials. This responsibility I do not feel we 
should accept nor do I feel that we should expend 
the taxpayers money to assist either religious 
denomination now striving in competition to convert 
the Indians of Bit River Band to their respective 
faith. 7 
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sy AFFAIRS BRANCH 
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The writer has issued a directive to both 
Anglican and Roman Catholic school teachers as 
outlined in section 10, subsection 2 of the Indian 
Act. The teachers report that they have advised the 
parents of children in attendance at the schools 
under their charge to the effect that no Protestant 
child shall be assigned to a Roman Catholic school 
and no Roman Catholic child shall be assigned to a 
Protestant school. 


The writer has also endeavoured to iron out 
the difficulty however I find that Indians who at 
one time adhered to the Anglican faith have been 
baptised by the Roman Catholic clergy and previous 
to the coming into Big River Reserve by Roman 
Catholic Missionaries the Big River Band were 
recognized as adherents of the Anglican faith, 
however, I would go so far as to state that Paganism 
possibly would be the correct terme 


Again, referring to the enclosed letter, I 
believe that our Branch is now being requested to 
supply transportation with a view towards our 
accepting responsibility to decide which Indian 
family is R.C., Anglican or Pagan, thereby leaving 
ourselves open to critiscism in the event of an 
error arising. 


Our day schools on the Big River Indian 
Reserve are located from three to five miles apart, 
therefore the solution appear to be for our Missionaries 
to induce their adherents to place their home near 
the day schools conducted under their auspices. This 
method should now be feasible as we have provided 
materials for the erection of twenty new Indian homes 
on the Big River Indian Reserve. 
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The difficulty confronting our Missionaries 
is a problem that they themselves should solve and 
the Missionaries concerned must face the fact that 
the Indians of Big River Band have not advanced 
towards acceptance of christianity and the Indian's 
mind is becoming confused to the exztent that due to 
competition in converting them to christianity they 
have become néither good Pagans, Anglicans or Roman 
Catholics. This is as explained to the writer by 
the Chief of Big River Band. 


Should you disagree with my views outlined 
herein I am prepared to act on your instructions. 
In the meantime I am not prepared to recommend the 
suggested method of providing transportation as 
outlined in the enclosed letter from Rev. Father 
Paquette. 


On my next visit to Big River Indian Reserve 
I will again discuss this matter with Rev. Father 
Paquette, and, if necessary submit a further report.

May I express the opinion that you should be 
reasonably familiar with the regulations governing 
the purchase of Departmental supplies.

On reviewing our files I find that 
while you forwarded a request for these articles last 
January you were informed in official letter of January 
30 that we had no funds available at that time to make 
the purchase. You were directed to again bring the 
matter to our attention early in April but as you did 
not do so no order was placed. I am arranging with 
the Purchasing Branch today to seoure these articles 
at once. 


You may purchase 1 ordinary alarm olock and 
1 broom. If there are any other articles required you 
should advise me. 


The teacher states that the attendance is 
over 25 and 7 or & more children are expected shortly. 
As a result he stated additional desks are needed. 
Please let me know the number and size of desks which 
you consider are required. 


The teacher also writes as follows; 


"Seven bags of potatoes have been given 
lately to the Anglican school out of the community 
garden but none have been given to this school although 
most of the Catholics have been working there."

Dear Sir: Attention Mr. R.A. Hoey 


May I call your attention to the case of the 
Big River R.C. Day School. Although it was opened last 
January, the teacher has neither desk nor chair; there 
are no brooms, dust pans, wastepaper baskets; neither 
is the quantity of school books and writing pads large 
enough, Moreover the Department only supplied 17 
desks and there are at the present time 24 pupils. 


the suggestion is made that if the Department 
cannot supply desks immediately it direct the local 
Agent to transfer the surplus desks from the Anglican 
Day School to the Catholic Day School as there are only 
8 pupils in the latter at the present time. We wouldn't 
want it done however if it is to cause any friction 
between the two groups. 


he missionary in charge complains that his 
Indians have not been fairly treated by the Agent as 
far as help for his school garden is concerned. It 
appears that the Agent refused to break the land 
selected for the garden; neither would he supply wire 
for fencing it. Again the complaint is made that all 
these services were renderred to the Anglican school, 


There are other minor complaints made against 
the Agent which I do not think it opportune to include 
in this letter. I know that you will want to investigate 
the case and if the statements made to me are true 
proper corrective measures will be immediately taken.

Mr. H.R. Fleming, M.P., 
Humbolt, Sask. 


Dear Mr. Fleming: 


I am home after a sick-call 25 miles away and 
passing at Shell-River at 8 o'clock in the morning I received 
your letter giving the Minister's answer. No doubt he finds 
an easy way out, but he does not tell the truth. after having 
been deceived many times by the Indian Agent we are no further 
ahead than when the school opened on January 15 last. The 
Minister states in his letter that "at that time (he mentions 
the month of February) all the desks which the Indian Agent 
considered necessary were supplied". Now please note that the 
children's desks were here at the end of November or at the 
beginning of December. When the Agent came to the Reserve for 
the opening of the Anglican School, he could notice that there 
were not enough desks for the children. That is why he asked 
the carpenter who built the school and who was building my house, 
to make a few. As the Agent asked him to do this work for 
nothing, that is to say without any remuneration whatever, the 
man refused to do so. He used the same method for the teacher's 
desk. In November he told me to go to the railway station to 
call for the teacher's desk which he had ordered. I made two 
20-mile trips and there was no desk there. In January he asked 
the carpenter to make one; for nothing, of course. The man 
would not; so you see he was knowingly lying when he said he had 
ordered a desk. 


Moreover the school is not finished completely. 
The shelving is not yet in place and is still in the school 
basement. A cupboard has been started and not finished. What 
happened? you will ask. ‘The Agent said he had no more money and 
would have liked the carpenter to work without remuneration, but 
he would not do so, you may imagine. The carpenter had to take 
the paper, paint, wood, etc. in order to receive full payment for 
the work he did. The Agent would not pay him although he was 
well satisfied with the work. Many people witnessed this mean 
scheme of the Agent. 


Another question to which I would like to 
draw your attention is the garden. The teacher agreed to make 
& garden under the condition that he be supplied with seed, the 
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ground ploughed and a fence given him. The Agent absolutely 
refused to give him anything while at Sandy Lake he had the 
soil ploughed and he gave the seed. He also gave two rolls 
of barbed wire for a fence and $10 for the work. When he was 
through he asked: "Is that enough?" As you may see by this 
instance, there are two ways of treating people. 


The Government allows 50 dollars for the 
children's noon lunch. In the past, the Anglican teacher would 
order whatever she needed and sent her bill to the Agent. Last 
year, he offered the teacher money. As the teacher did not know 
how to go about it he asked the Agent to buy whatever he needed. 
This year the Agent refused to give him the money and he wants 
to buy the food for the school here. Moreover we have 29 
children registered and just now the daily attendance is 22-24, 
The Anglican school receives the same amount for about ten 
children who attend school there. A few days ago the Indians 
told me that there were seven pupils at the Anglican school. 

In June last, when the Inspector visited the school, there were 
four. It was the Inspector at Shell-Lake, Mr. Faris, who told 
the teacher so. As you can see there is something wrong and it 
is detrimental to us. Fifty dollars for 25 or 26 Catholic 
children and fifty dollars for seven to ten Anglican children. 
Nice way of dividing! Do you think that is just? ... 


Last Friday, October 18, the Agent was on the 
Reserve and met the teacher on his way. As the schoolmaster 
only asked him for essential things and that they be sent as 
soon as possible, the Agent answered back: "You are lucky to 
have it opened" -- speaking of the school. As you can plainly 
see there is lack of co-operation on his part. 


I have been here three years now. I have 
always tried to be kindly-disposed towards officials of the 
Indian Affairs Department and except in very few cases, I 
received very little deference. So in future I will change my 
attitude and I warn you that they will find me pretty hard. 
Since a short while I have found a way out and as soon as my 
mission trips are ended, I will make it a point to make the 
people learn by newspaper channels the wrongdoings of the 
Department of Indian Affairs officials on this Reserve. Be 
assured that I will not flatter them and those officials will 
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be ashamed for I have a voluminous file. That will be a good 
way of busying myself at a work that my superiors have asked 
me to do in Indian. 


I am enclosing the list of the articles which 
have been asked for three times since January 15, but in vain, 
to the Department of Indian Affairs. The Agent asked us to 
wait till the end of March and then until September. Nothing 
has reached us except a few books. The teacher was without 
books for three months. How can we be expected to work? I 
added to this list a water pump because the teacher is obliged 
to carry about ten pailfuls of water every morning from the 
lake. The Agent insists on manual training. As there are no 
tools, I thought it was better to mention this on the list. 


A few days ago I met Indian women who were 
going to the Pagan dance for the Dead, called waskasimowin, and 
they told me that the mocassins and other skin over-shoes would 
be ready in about two weeks. They asked me if you wanted 
buttons or zips put on these. Please let them know.

This Agency is located 12 miles from Leask, where 
we have not a daily mail service, and at times it is 
impossible to get the mail at once, as I have a number 
of reserves to look after and not the staff of other 
agencies, therefore it is impossible to always sit 
at hone to look after the mail; This agency was located 
here vears ago, before we had rail connections, Duck Lake 
was the neqrest rail point; Though times have changed 
we still carry on, where as we should be located in a 
more central point, then we would be in a better position 
to work more efficiently.

Concern'ng the report from inspector Yrerris 
of Shell-Lake, who cae here in June last, there were then 
29 pupils wo had registered (called in -uglih ‘Znrollwent”) 
and there were 17 of them present on that day. Un the 6th 
of iovember last, inspector -erris came around 11.450 o'clock, 
a few minutes before my leaving to teach catechism; 25 
students out of 29 registered children were preset in spite 
of a hopping cough epidemic on the ieserve. To convince you, 
I am sending you a copy of the sohool register for the months 
of January, June and November, 1940, and moreover, every 
morning I see to it that the children @@ in school although 
the Indian Act mentions that a "truant” officer be anointed / 
to that effect. 8 you may see, Insvector -erris or the ( 
meabers of the Indian Department have impudently lied, 
which happens too often, alas, and they believe that I will 
let this co without saying a word. I do uot belong to thet 
kind. TI hope that you will send this Information to the 
Indien “epartment to confound their lies. 


Regarding the other items, I know that the 
chool teacher hos received 2 brooms, one pall, 6 plates, 
6 knives, © forks, 6 spoons and 6 coups, one tub and a mop.

A few days ago I saw the old Half-breed who made 
the deer skin clothes. she told me that if they do not fit 
they ought to be returned to her. So, if you would send them 
Lo ph me I shall bring them to her on my next trip to that 
mission. 


Besides, I asked her to make for me a pair of gloves 
with beads which | intend giving you. This is a way to thank 
ty —_ what you have done for my Indians and for what you will 

o again. 


On his last visit here Mgr. Duprat, Bishop of Prince 
Albert, has not round adequate the room for the schoolmaster 
here. He made complaints to that effect to the Department 
and the answer of mr. Phelan is enclosed. 


Here are some of the observations made in lr. Phelan's 
letter. "It is vossible that the living accomodation for the 
teacher is not very extensive, but it should be suitable for 
an unmarried teacher". Here are the facts: The room is 10 ft. 
by 12 ft. It has a wardrobe 3 feet deep on the full length of 
the room. There is also a stair 34 ft. wide which takes some 
space. As you may see a room 7 ft wide by 10 ft. long is not 
really an adequate room where the schoolmaster should betake 
himself. Moreover, the height is 64 or 7 ft. How do you expect 
such a room to be hygienic. che rooms of the Prince Albert 
prison are better than that of the schoolmaster, and add to that 
defective ventilation. You know also that most of the +tndian 
children are suffering from tuberculosis and venereal diseases. 
All day long the schoolmaster has to breathe in a bad atmosphere 
and he is still obliged at night to breathe the same bad air. 
Finally, he has to use the same table as the children because of 
the exiguity of the place. It is really dangerous for the teach- 
er to catch venereal diseases. As you may see it is far from 
being "suitable for an unmarried teacher". I know that it is 
not pleasant for the schoolwaster to have such a room and not 
a residence as it is stated by Mr. Phelan. 


"It has not been the practice of the Vepartment to 
erect a teacher's residence separate froa the school”. I do not 
ask for a residence separate from the school, but what is con- 
venient for a civilized man. several rooms could have been 
easily built in the upper part of the school. it has simply 
been refused. 
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ihe Indian Agent told me himself that the room was not krge | 
enough: to lodge the schoolmaster and he has encouraged me to 

ask for a teacher's residence. Mr. Phelan states that it is 

not the practice to build a house separate from the school. How 
is it that at Leask, on the Mistawasis reserve, the Department 
has built a residence for the Anglican schoolmaster and another 
one for the Presbyterian teacher at Sandy Lake; the Anglican 
schoolmistress has her own house built by the Department at 
Sturgeon Lake; the Anglican teacher has also his own residence 
at Montreal Lake; the same thing exists at Chitek (?) these are 
reserves that 1 visit nearly four or five times per year. As 

you can see, he has boldly lied, if the word can be used among 
polite people. it is the matter of Catholics asking for some- 
thing which is turned down, while all kind of help is given to 
the Anglican Uhurch. We have an average of 20 to 24 students 
attending the school every day, while the other Anglican school 
has from 6 to 7 only. The schoolmistress has a nice residence 
and our teacher here has nothing, absolutely nothing. As you 

can see that is not fair. 


"Due to present conditions" from ur. Phelan, you know as 
much as I do, times are hard, 1 know it, but the government 
grants some money for roads, etc. It seems to me that the Depart- 
ment could do something for our school here. 


I am writing you this letter at the request of the 
diocese Bishop who insisted that I ask you to take this matter 
up with the Minister. 1 already saw ur. omer Demers at Debden 
about one or two weeks ago. He told me that he was to write 
you. As I was called to attena sick people on several occasions, 
it was impossible for me to send you a few words in that con- 
nection. I comply to-day with Mgr. Duprat's wishes and I hope 
that Providence will help you obtain from the Department what 
others could not get. 


I thank you very much and be assured of the help of my 
prayers.

It would 
appear to be somewhat difficult to satisfy Indian 
day school teachers in northern Saskatchewan. 


In view of the fact that Dr. Fleming's 
letter has been sent to this Branch from the office 
of the Minister, we feel that the Minister will 
desire a full anc complete report on the Indian day 
schools at Big River. 'e@ have been wondering, 
therefore, if it would be possible for you to make 
an inspection of these schools at the time of your 
visit to northern Saskatchewan and about the same 
time that you inspect conditions at the Montreal 
Lake School. 


In acknowledging Dr. Fleming's letter, 
we intimated to him that an inspection of the Big

In the case of 
Montresl Lake, to which Father Pacuette refers, © strong 
protest against the distence of the teecher's residence 
from the sehool was received a few days ago from the 
teacher in charge of that school. 


I aw sending forward herewith » statement 
inéleating the number of Inétian day and residential 
sehools in the province of Saskatchewan, the number of 
Catholie and non-Catholic sehools sn? the yroviston made 
in the 1941-47 estimates for the upkee; ond oneration 
of these institutions. This statement, you will note, 
4s self-explanatory and shovle be sufficient in itself 
to recove from Father Pacuette's min* any sistaken

No. 107=13-5 of July 22nd, addressed to Mr. Davis in connection with 
the accomodation for the teacher at the Roman Cetholic Indian Day 
School on the Big River Reserve, and I note it is suggested thet a 
lean-to be built on the school for this purpose. 


In this regard I personally believe that it would 
be a mistake to have this done. The present teacher sleeps part of 
the time in the residence of the Priest, which is nearby, and while 
a lean-to would probably suffice for him, he is liable to resign at 
any time as he has a farm and no doubt when he becomes established 
there he will give up his position as teacher. I believe if the 
Church were advised that a suitable residence for a teacher will be 
built as soon as the War is over, this would satisfy them. 


I heave written to Mr. Davis and asked him to 
hold the matter up for the present es I am finishing up my inspection 
of the Carlton Agency probably within the next three weeks.

Mr. Christianson was here yesterday to visit the Day School. This 
is what he said in the presence of the Indien Agent, with regard to the complaints 
that I had mde last winter. P 

In the /irst place with refereme to the Teacher's room. “He canuot 
live here” and as to the ohimey that does not furiotion well, he added, “This 
chimey mst be moved inside as in this country it is too cold to build a ohimney 
outside". 

As you may conclude for vourself, the Secretary ‘or the Minister, 
who no doubt received his informtion fromthe Indian gout, is really in error 
when he wrote in his letter, that you were good enough to forward m, “It is a 
matter of regret to learn that in the opinion of Father vaquette the Living quarters 
provided for the teacher appears to be somewhat limited and unsatisfactory from 
the standpoint of health and sanitation". I can add that no member of the 
Indian Department would lave lived ine similar pidgeon hole from the 8th of 
Jamary 1940 until this date. This mans that a school teacher hs lived in an 


unsanitar, oom & t 

y room ond, from thes ise ike vaen, has bealth hep usloredne the War 

it wouldte difficult to obtain somthing from the Department. The Agent informed 
me that on the 14th. of May last jat something would be done. I hope that 
through your influence that you would be able to obtain somthing for the teacher 
in order that he will have sanitary and proper apartment se 

As to the report regarding the Indian Day School ani Residential 
School there are some remrks which I feel I should make. I quite admit that 
the total amount allowed by the Government to the Catholics is larger than the 
amount allowed to the other denomi mtions here. That is quite clear, when you 
know tat therea re 1155 Catholic boys attending Iniustrial schools where they 
are clothed, nourished and looked after, am I might add tint there is mt 
sufficient monsy allowed for that manber of children and on the other hand, the 
other denominations have only 495. There is no comparigon to be mde. If the 
Mintater wishes to make comparison he should begin by comparing things on 4 
similar basis. When I refer to Day Schools I am not referring to Industrial 
Schools or Residential Schools. Let him compare the Day Schools under the 
direction of Catholics ani those uner the dircotion of the Anglicans and I will 
be in accord with him but not otherwisee From what I have seena t the Leask 
Agency I realized with my own eyes that there is much more consideration given to 
the Anglicans than to the Catholics. I hope that I will not be asked to furnish 
figures but if they wish so, 1 will be ready to undertake this work. 

In addition to this the Minister wrote to you, “It is very regrett- 
able to learn that Father Paquette has convimed himself that the Sohools operated 
under the auspices of tle Anglican church in Saskatchewan appear to receive 
greater consideration than the schools operated under the auspices of the Roman 
Catholic Church". Possibly the Minister himself could inform m of the oting 
of the Agents and the Farm Instructors at South Battleford 3 years ago, presided 
by the then Inspector, Mr. Robertson of Regim, where the question of Industrial 
Schools was discussed. ‘hy was gomral sentiment against Industrial Schools? 


No doubt 
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No doubt the schools of other denominations were suffering financially, whereas 
tobe under the Catholic Supervision were prosperous. Where did those ideas 
com from? I may te mistaken but there are {indications that I am not mistaken. 
Why was Canon Paul at this meting? Why was he invited :f he were not 
considered? Why did he spesk at this meting? The Minister might wish to 
reply to m, on this point, but so far as I om conwrned I have m answer 

other than the following: "The “everond Paul was well considered by the 

Officers of the Indian Department and that consideration seoms to be quite 
evident in other spheres. 


did no. the Agent at Leask proceed to the election of the 
Counsillor on the Reserve on tle 15th. day of May last without following the 
provisions of the Indian Act! This meeting was called without proper notice 
and 10 of the Indians were absewt. The Catholic India 8s mpaxickusoe king 
election was himself absent and the Agent proceeded, with the election 
because he wanted a cert@in one elected and that one was an Anglican. I am 
not opposed to the Candidate thus elected and sccepted by the Indian Depart- 
ment, ani that this partioular Indian has always given me consideration but 
the election is illegal. An Indian and an Anglicen protested at the time and 
said, “It is not fair you choose 4 time that so and so is away to make this 
election. I know that if he were here he would get all the votes." On two 
oceasions the Agent refused to proceed with the election as he knew that this 
men would get ine In view of these facts it is difficult for me to remove 
from my mind the words in the Minister's letter, in view of the faot which I 
have set out, “to remo.e from Father Poquette's mim any mistaken impression 
he may be entertaining." 

All I ask you is to give to the Catholic Order wiat they deserve, 
in which case I will be satisfied and i will not lose any time to vindicate 
certain mtters to which the Catholicos Inve a right on this Reserve." 

The Catholic Indians, according to the report of the Minister, is 
four day schools, attended by 86 pupils. Here we have 24 pupils, on the school 
register, and we have an average of 18.5 for attendance. The Departwut cannot 
complain, the attendance is good. lo child of Metis, White or Indian from the 
other Reserves come to this gchool. On the other hand in the Anglican school 
they lave six or seven children only as I am informd by the Farm Instructor. 
In addition to this, there are two or three Injian Children that do not belong 
to thatReserve and in addition to this, there are som children three or four 
years old, attending school in spite of the fadt that Indian schools restricted 
them to six or seven years of age. 

I wish to thank you for all you have done for ms, I know that I 
have given you a lot of work and inconvenience.

In reply, I have just returned from the Carlton 
Agency and while there I visited the above mentioned school. The 
Reverend Father Paquette was absent at the time of my visit therefore 
I wes unable to see him. However, I visited the teacher, Mr. Bonneau. 
He lives about five or six miles from the school and adjacent to the 
Indian Reserve. 


Upon going into the matter of a lean-to for the 
school I found thet this isn't practical. One side of the school is 
all windows and on the opposite side there are four windows in the 
basement above the cround. Therefore it is out of the question to 
build a lean-to here. I have made a sketch of a suitable building 
which would be about 16' x 20' with 9" studs placed on a surface 
cement foundation. There is no basement but provision is made in 
the centre of the building for © dug-out lined with lumber, for the 
purpose of keeping vegetables. I showed this sketch to the teacher 
and he advised me that this building would be entirely satisfactory 
to him. If in a few years we want additionel room an "L" could be 
built on the present building and this would then provide an additional 
two rooms or more if required. 


I hope that the Branch have sufficient funds at 
their disposal to erect a building as per the attached sketch. If 
you have the Architect draw up 4@ plan and send it to Agent Davis, he 
can have it built by the Indians. Adem Ahenakew, of the Sandy Lake 
Reserve, is a first class carpenter and it is Mr. Davis' intention 
to have him act as foreman on the job. The rest of the work would 
be performed by the Big River Indians.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
the 7th instant and note with interest the information 
supplied therein. 


May I point out that the criticism to which 
I referred on August 22nd was not directed against the 
Department for supplying furnishings to the R. C. School 
on the Big River Reserve, The Government, in my experience, 
is seldom, if ever, criticized for the expenditure of 
money. The criticism was directed against us for what was 
alleged to be discrimination on your part, not for furnish- 
ang the teacher's residence at the Big River R. C. School, 
but for your refusal from time to time to purehase fur- 
niture for teachers! residences operated by other churches. 
It was alleged also that in the employment of men certain 
favours were shown. However, the critic promised to 
submit the whole matter to the Director in writing, and 
I do not know that any good purpose can be served by an 
interchange of correspondence on the subject at this time.

I wish to inform you that I visited the Roman Catholic Day School 
at Big River and the day I was there there were 23 children in the class- 
room. «s you know, there are three Sisters in attendance there and I believe 
they ere doing splendid work because I noticed quite a change to what it was 
before they took over. 


These Sisters broucht to my attention that they had no place to keep 
food because they have no refrigerator or anything of that type and of course 
they have no ice. What they wanted was to have a little porch built on the 
outside with a few shelves in it so that they could keep their perishable food 
supplies on this porch. 


As there was an Opportunity of getting sadam Ahenakew, who built this 
in the first place, in about a week's time I told the Agent to go ehead with 
it. I cannot give you the cost but I do not think the work and labour would 
amount to ever $60.00 or somewhere in that neighborhood. I instructed the Azent 
to voucher for the material and labour on two separate vouchers. If, however, 
you think otherwise if you will let me know by return mail this can be cancelled 
but I hope it will be allowed because it is required.

I may add that this school will receive 
biscuits which are being manufactured from a very special 
recipe, prepared by the Acting Superintendent of Medical 
Services in conjunction with the officials of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and others. These biscuits are 
costing considerably more than we have been accustomed to 
paying, but we feel that their quality justifies us in 
making the increased expenditure. Before the biscuits are 
delivered, we expect to issue a circular letter to all 
schools receiving them, pointing out the necessity for 
distributing them as carefully as possible.

It has been brought to our attention 
that the chimney at the Big River R.C. Indian Day 
School requires repairs. Please let me know what 
repairs are required and the approximate cost of the 
material and labour. 


We have been advised also that the 
amount allowed for midday meal supplies at this school 
was insufficient. In a letter written to Mr. Christianson 
on July 7, 1944, we authorized $70.00, and your voucher 
No. 645 of February 15, 1945, covered the expenditures 
4neurred to that amount. It has been decided to allow 
an additional $15.00 for midday meal supplies for the 
balance of the current academic year. This will make 
a total of $85.90, which is the amount previously re- 
quested by the teacher. 


It should be definitely understood by 
the “everend Sisters and any other parties interested 
in this sehool that in allowing an amount of $85.00 for 
midday meal supplies for the current academic year the 
Department is making a special concession and that this 
amount is not to form a precedent for future years. As 
zee know, we have aupplied a considerable quantity of 

iscuits, and in view of the family allowances coming 
into effect this fall, we will have to review our whole 
policy regarding the serving of midday meals at Indian 
day schools. 


It is not our intention to totally dis- 
pense with the serving of midday lunch, but, as stated 
above, we intend to review the whole matter in September.

In a letter which Mr. Christianson wrote to the Department 
dated July 8th, 1941, File #303-11A, reference is made to the difficulty 
with the chimney of the classroom building at the Big River R.C. Day School. 
This chimney smokes badly as there seems to be no draft in it. Some efforts 
have been made to correct the difficulty but I do not think it can be 
corrected without dismantling and rebuilding the chimney oft the inside of 
the building. 


The chimney is of single-ply brick and is built on the outside of 
the wall on the north end of the building. In cold weather, and particularly 
on days when there is a north wind the chimney remains so cold that it cannot 
possibly have a good draft. I did not measure its length but would estimate 
it to be about 30 ft. The smoke pipe passes from the furnace through the 
concrete wall of the basement into the chimney. At this point there is 
naturally a considerable chilling of the sir before the smoke pipe enters the 
chimney at all. 


I hav& asked Mr. Bryce, Acting Indian Agent of the Carlton Agency, 


to submit a re sition jthrough this office for the reconstruction of the 
chimney and I gj ya with my reconmendation as soon as it is

In reporting on his inspection 
or the Big River R.C. School, the Public Sehool 
Inspector writes as follows:- 


"The School plant and the teacherage are kept 
exceptionally neat and tidy. Unfortunetely 

the school floor has been oiled with common 
floor oil which remains oily and picks up all 
the dust and dirt that comes into the school. 
Its only merits are that it holds the dust 
down and discourages flees. Varnish or boiled 
linseed oil would make much more satisfactory 
floor finish and would not be excessively dusty 
if sweeping compound were used.” 


The Department agrees with the 
suggestion made by the Inspector.

Mother Superior of the Big River R.C. Day School 
has requested a further $33.00 be authorized to purchase 
supplies for the noon lunches for the children attending the 
above school. Mother Superior's letter reads in part as 
follows; 
"unless you help us we will not be able to serve a 
real day lunch to the pupils very much longer." 


Last fall the sum of $65.00 was authorized for the 
purchase of supplies for the noon day lunches at this school. 


Mr. Hancock, teacher of the Ahtahkakoops Day School 
Sandy Lake Reserve has requested an additional sum of $50.00 
be authorized for the purpose of purchasing further supplies 
for noon day meals for the pupils attending his school. 


My policy in connection with noon day meals since 
the start of Family Allowances has been to encourage the 
parents to contribute tewards the supplies, such as to con- 
tribute meat when game is killed also garden produce. 


Last year garden crops were badly frozen on the 
above reserves. This winter, too, there has been a closed 
season on elk and moose. These facts togetherwith the hard 
winter we have@xpenienced makes the above requests seem 
justified. /*, n oye

In view of the information contained in 
your letter of the 4th instant, it has been decided 
to allow an additional amount of 233.00 for the 
current academic year for supplies for mid-day meal 
purposes at the Big River R.C. School and an amount 
of $30.00 for additional supplies for the same 
purpose at the Ahtahkakoops Indian Day School. You 
should inform the teachers of both of these scnools 
that this is a special grant that has been made 
owing to the information supplied in the last pera- 
graph of your letter and is not to form a precedent 
for future years, 


The Department agrees with the action that 
you have taken as outlined in the second last para- 
graph of your letter. It is our policy to continue 
in assisting in supplying funds for mid-day meal 
purposes but it is not our intention to increase the 
amount allowed in previous years. we feel that in 
view of the payment of family allowances it is 
reasonable to suppose that the children should be 
better fed and that the parents should be in a 
better position to give their children some food 
to take to school for their mid-day lunch.

With further reference to the matter of the floor in the 
basement of the R.C. Indian Day School at the 3ig “iver Reserve while 
visiting the St. Philip's Indian Residential School I find a kind of 
floor finish which I believe to be satisfactory to the Reverend 
Sister Superior at the Big River Indian Day School. 


This material is called "Flintmix", It is mixed with coarse 
sand or fine gravel and laid on top of the concrete floor. It can 
be smoothed and levelled and has a soft feeling underfoot. It is 
being used on the floor of the boys! playroom at the St. Philip's 
School and seems to stand a lot of wear. 


I was warned by the Reverend Principal, Father Tetrault, 
that paint or any material which comtains turpentine cannot be used on 
this floor as it seems to destroy its texture. He showed me some spots 
where they had attempted to use paint. I mention this because the 
Sister Superior will have to be advised that the floor will be 
practically black and will have to remain so. If she is not satisfied 
with this I do not know of any other type of floor finish to advise. 


If the Reverend Sister Superior agrees to this type of floor 
finish you could cet information as to the cost, etc. from Marshall 
Wells and suomit a requistion through this office for the quantity 
required. In calculating the qu ntity Father Tetrault has used a 
a thickness of trom 2" to 4" in levelling off the floor and he says 
he thinks it should not be less than 2" in order to take advantage 
of the feeling of softness underfoot.

But althouch we most desire to have this floor renewed, we do not 
wish it chanced unless a sewer is placed. . 

We even ask more as it may be more convenient to go throuch 
it while work is eoinzs on then to look for it after it is completely done 
This, we wish to have the water system (running water) installed if not at the 
teacherage, at least at the school. : 


We feel that once the new floor will be given it will be 
juite impossible to obtain either the sewer and the running water. 


Both Mr, Ostrander and you, ir. Jones, found these modern 


accomodations necessary, when you visited the school and discussed the problem 
t orether. 


We do not wish to have the basement floor repaired just for a 
matter of appeasement but we believe these modern accomodations essential.

Anglican Day School, on the same reserve, is not filled. Actually, 
what is happening is that a number of the Indians of that band who 
have formerly been considered Anglicans are gradually switching 

to the R.C. faith, and I am of the opinion that eventually the 
number of Anglicans on that reserve will be so few that the 
Anglican Church will decide to withdraw from the picture. In that 
case the building now used for the Anglican Church Day School will 
be available for the R.U. Day School. 


I am inclined to agree with Mr. McLeod's attitude as 


I do not think it advisable at this time to start a 
controversy between the two churches. by adding a classroom 
to the R.C. Day School, but I am in favour of building a suitable

The situation on this particular Indian Reserve 
calls for very careful consideration before making any 
definite committments, as you are aware we now have two 
Indian Day Schools in operation on this particular Indian 
Reserve, one run under the Re Ce Mission and the other under 
the Anglican Mission, both schools are located one and one 
half miles apart and the buildings are identical in size and 
structure and im ediatley anyadcitions or alterations are 
made to one school then you May rest assured that the other 
mission will immediatley demand that the puildings at the 
other setup receive the same treatment in regards to additions 
ete and if this is not done then we will be accused as showing 
favouritiam and this can lead to a large amount of unnecessary 
work and correspondence, while I quite agree that the classroom 
operated under the R.CelMission is crowded and should be enlarged 
the possibilities of the future would indicate that in,say 
five years, we would find that the Anglican mission will be 
closed due to low membership amongst Big River Band, which 
would theif mean that we would be confronted with a vacant class 
rooMe 


Personally I would sugyest that we leave matters as they 
are for the present and I beleive that we will find that the 
present classrooms on the Big River Indian Reserve are sufficient 
to accomodate all Indian pupils for many years to come without 
going to the expense of making any further additions to either 
day school at the present tim@e It is also quite possible that 
the overcrowding at the R.C.school can be taken care of by sending 
a few children into the Duck Lake School co encing with the 
september 1949 term. 


On my next visit to Big River Indian Reserve I will 
Giscuss this matter fully with the Missionary in charge 
with a view towards arriving at 4 working solution to the 
problem confronting our Branch at this partic: lar Indian 
Lay Schoole When a solution has peen arrived at a full report 
will be submitted.

Day School Classroom, the contents of this particular 
letter explains exactly the working agreement in 
which Rev. Father Paquette concurred. 


The writer submitted the proposal to your 
office for your authorization, your letter dated 
August 15th, file 629-5 (El) authorized an expendi- 
ture of $67.25 for materials and $60.00 for labour, 
which was expended and the work completed under 
supervision of Assistant, Indian Agency, Mr. H. Ae 
Jove and Rev. Father Paquette. Messrs Bonneau and 
Tremblay were engaged to do the work in connection 
with alterstions and repairs to the basement floor, 
install blackboards etc. 


You will note by the contents of my letter 
dated July 9th that an agreement was reached where- 
by the Missionary (Rev. Father Paquette) agreed to 
the proposal of eliminating the kitchen in the 
basement and installing therein a class room.

On my next visit to Big River Indian Reserve 
following engagement of carpenters, I found that the 
work had been completed, however, under instructions 
of the Rev. Father Paquette, a complete change had 
been made from our original plan and instead of re- 
moving the kitchen as agreed upon previously the 
kitchen was retained and only a small portion of 
the basement set aside for a class room, space 
sufficient to accomodate 15 pupils, I questioned 
Rev. Father Paquette in regards to changes made 
under his authorization and was advised by the 
Rev. Father, that he had decided not to eliminate 
the kitchen and dining room, as he considered it 
would be nedessary for the teachers to furnish the 
pupils with a full course hot dinner, in atteniance 
at the R.C. School. On being questioned as to who 
would furnish supplies for a full ourse dinner, 

I was advised by the Mother Superior that this 
would be done from the source of vegetables they 
had produced in school gardens plus supplies from 
our Branch am further supplies from their own 
resources. 


To my mind any cowplaint that the Rev. Father 
Paquette has now to make is the results of his own 
interference with our original plan for altering the 
basement of the Big River R.C. Day School ami he was 
advised that the changes he had made without any 
authorizetion would never prove satisfactory. 


We must however also bear in mind that alter- 
ations to the basement in question in an expendi- 
ture of only $127.50 could not be considered of a 
permanent nature and with all respects to the 
Missionary, Rev. Father Paquette, the installing 
of a class room in the basement of the day school in 
question was not made with any intentions of becoming 
a permanent set up, we merely endeavoured to eliminate 
over cpjowding in the R.C. Indian Day School Class room 
until such time as an addition to the main building 
could be placed in our estimates. 
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You will note that the amount of $5000.00 
is shown in our 1950-51 estimates for erection of 
an addition to the R.C. Indien Day School, Big 
River Indian Reserve. 


Might I go so far as to state that the letter 
forwarded to your office was written by the Rev. 
Father Paquette to some of his friends with the 
view of impressing upon them the importance of 
having our estimates put through in order to have 
finances available for the addition to the Big River 
RC. Indian Day School. I believe you will find this 
statement to be correct, as I cannot understand why 
the Rev. Father would or could try to place the 
blame for the class room being peeeets it the base=- 
ment of this particuler school/® ally in view 
of the fact that it was placed therein at his own 
request and under his supervision. 


I might also mention that when the original 
plans were made for placing the class room where it is 
now located, the Sisters in charge of the school were 
absent and again may I presume that on their return 
pressure was bpought to bear upon the Rev. Father 
by the teachers to retain the dining room facilities. 


Please excuse the lengthy report, however, 
I feel all angles of the matter should receive 
careful explanation and consideration.

With reference to Department letter of the 6th ultimo, file No. 115-l-1, 
I am enclosing herewith requisitions for labour and material for preparing the 
Roman Catholic Chapel building at the White Bear Reserve for a day school. 


The expenditure is in connection with the erection of two outside 
toilets, putting in extra windows in the classroom building where needed, and the 
erection of 4 cupboard and bookcase in the building, also storm windows, sash, 
and storm doors. 


In addition to the expenditure in connection with the building itself, 
authority will be necessary for $100.00 for fuel for the term, 5.00 per teaching 
month for janitor fees, ami #6.00 per teaching month for hauling water. The Church 
authorities are not asking any rent for the use of the building but feel that the 
sum of $10.00 should be paid to cover the cost of fire insurance. 


Reverend Father G. Laviolette, the Missionary, has secured the services 
of a suitable teacher, a single man who will board with Mr. J.R. Morrison, the 
Farming Instructor of that reserve, for the remainder of this term. As a married 
man and wife would be more suitable as a permanent appointment other arrangements 
might have to be made before the next term starts in September, 1946, and the 
erection of a small teacherage might be necessary. The present expenditures which 
I am recommending are in order to make temporary arrangements to open the school 
at the earliest possible date. 


A requisition for the school supplies is being forwarded by 
lr, W.J.D. Kerley, Indian Agent, Crooked Lake Agency, direct to the Department at 
an early date. 


When the schocl is re-opened there are twenty-five pupils ready for 
immediate entrance and perhaps over thirty in the future.

The children mentioned in the list would live from 
+ to 2 miles from school if the school were built in @ cen= 
tral location. There is at present no schovl building on 
the Reserve. These sixteen childre n are of school age and 
would be all who covld possibly attend at present, of course 
there are always others growing up who would add to these. 
A large number of the Indians of this Band spen@ several 
months each year hunting and trapping and would be absent 
with their families from the Reserve but we hope , that as 
they increase their farming operations, the fumilies at 
least will be home all the time even if the men go out on 
short hunts.

I have had w meeting of Chief and headmen about the matter 
and they a@re perfectly willing to put up @ pbuilding for a 
Sch-ol house if the Departmemt will furnish the School and pay 
the teacher, but they would prefer, that when they are putting 
up a School house, it would suit them better to put mp & frame 
wuilding that could be used uasa church or meeting house «Ss well 
and as I have been informed the Methodist Church people are

visit Valley River shortly and will find the exact rent 
th.t Wm. Ironstand wants for his house. In the mean time, 
T will get an exuct estimate of the cost of tne necessary 
furnishings for the school which will te forwarded as scun 
as possible. 

With reference to securing the serviees of a 
qualified teucher, I find that they will cost from $600.00 
upwards. In my last letter I overlocked mentioning an 
important matter namely, a boarding place for the Teacher. 
There are only twce places narely, the Secti6n House and 
the Ovesseer's Hcuse where the teacher cculd board which 
are one mile and three miles respectively from the proposed 
temporary location of the school. At the first place, no 
teacher would hoard, as the section people are all Galacian 
and the latter place would he very little more desirable. 
Personally I think it advisahle to withhold the opening 
of w school unttl an official is placed in charge of that 
Reserve who will have some control over the Indians to 
ensure a regular attendance of the children. Moreover it 
is almést certain that no teacher can be found to go 
before Spring.

I beg to state that during March I visited 
Valley River School, which is at present in the charge 
of Peter Rattlesnake, an Indian Graduate, 4 find 
that the children attending this School have made 
very little, if any, advancement during the year. 
Much could not be expected of them owing to the 
several changes of teachers which have been made in 
addition to the School being closed part of the time, 
Rattlesnake, the present teacher, is personally a 
bright young man but being an Indian himself and

You will note therefore that there are 
at the presént time nine children of School age who 
could attend School on the Neserve but that they are 
of two denominations, seven being Roman Catholics;

he qould have of getting these children educated 
would be by having a Gehool on the Reserve.

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In October 1919 I took a vote of the Indians of the 
vais ef ner they were unamimously agreed that any 
teacher procured by the Department, whether Roman 
Catholie or Protestant would be acceptable to them. 
If it were not for the children physically 
unfit I would give it as my opinion that it would 
be better not to open the School on this Meservel 
as,after repeated efforts without success,last spring 
I prevailed ultimately on Henry Rattlesnake to sign 
the neccessary papers to send his children to 
Boarding School, he was followed by Jas Eagle, Johd 
Bagle and Pius Catagas;- and I was in hopes that 
I might have prevailed on some of the others to 
follow suit this year, whereas if the Reserve School 
is opened none of them will be willing to send thew 
children away. 

The number available at the present time is 
small and the chances of School being @ success are 
remote and in order to benefit the greater number 
it might be the better way to designate an Industrial 
or Boarding School to which children of School age 
who are fit might be sent from thid Reserve. 

The School building was in a fair state of 
repair when I inspected it in September last but it 
would be neccessary to re-plaster the walls in places 
and provide new screens for the windows and doors. 

A total expenditure of less than $75.00 
would put the building in good condition, 

A new equipment in the way of books, maps 
ete would be required,

Regarding the request of His Grace The 
Archbishop of Winnipeg to re-open the Gay school on the 
Valley River Reserve, I beg to say that similar requests 
were received last winter from the members of the band. 

att: 

Mc. Agent Bradbrooke was asked for a report 
and stated that there were 7 Roman Catholic and 2 Presbyterian 
children of school age and that the chances of this school 
being a success were remote. He recommended that the 
Roman Catholic children be placed in the Qu'Appelle 
Industrial School and the Protestant children in the File 
Hills Boarding School. 


A request was also received in October, 1919, 
from the Archbishop of Rupert's Land to have this school 
re-opened under the auspices of the Church of England. 


This school has been closed since March 31, 
1918; having been closed at that time on account of poor 
attendance, 


When this school was in operation it was classed 
as undenominational. 


The Agent states that the school building is in 
a fair state of repair, but it would be necessary to re-plaster 
“the walls in places, and provide new screens for the windows 
and doors, at an approximate cost of $75.00. 


The parents object to send their children to 
residential schools. It may be that there are now number of 
children mentioned by His Grace who would attend if“the school 
ig re-opened, the majority of whom are Roman Catholics. 


I would suggest that, if the church authorities 
can obtain the services of a qualified teacher, we might give 
this school another trial, especially as the Indians have 
requested that it be re-opened, 


There is only one point to be considered, viz: 
under whose auspices the school should be conducted. The 
Indian Commissioner reports that he always considered this 
school as being under the auspices of the Presbyterian Church, 
and that if it were hanied over to a Roman Catholic teacher 
and the priest visited the school it would cause trouble, 

The best solution, if it could be carried out, would be to 
have the children placed in residential schools of the 
denomination to which they belong.

With reference to attuched letter from Mis Grace 
the Archbishop of ‘iinnipeg regarding the Valley Niver 
school, I beg to say that this school was closed on wlarch 

lst. 1916 on account of poor attendance. In the latest 
report from our agent dated January last it was stated that 
there were seven oman Catholic and two Presb torian 
children of school ge on the reserve. With this number 
of children it will readily be seen that a successful 


day school could not be carried on. This school previously 
was undenominational and the ¢ ct that there are both 

Roman Catholic and Protestant children on the reserve com- 
plicates the situation somewhat. 


Uur experionce with day schools on many of the 
reserves in the western provinces has been very unsatisfactory, 
and our policy at the present time is to educate these 
children so far as possible in the boarding and industrial 
schools. In connection with this particular reserve 
the Qu'Appelle school is availalie for the oman Catholic 
children and the Birtle and #ile Hills schools for the 
Presbyterian children of school age. 


I note that His Grace states that there are 17 
children of school ave and in view of the report from the 
agent above referred to I think it would be well for me to 
ascertain definitely, not only the number of children of 
school age, but the number belonging to the different faiths, 
I shall do this at once.

I wish to inform you thet I heave just returned 
from the Pelly Agency, end while visitine the Valley River reserve 
the attached petition was handed to me. 


You will note that the Indians of Valley River 
are asking for e day school. A day school was operated on the 
reserve at one time but closed down years ago, and at the present 
time the children from there mostly attend the residential school 
at Camperville, and e few Protestants go to the Sirtle school in 
Manitoba. 


I explained to the Indians that it would be 
impossible for our Branch to build any schools at the present time 
on account of not havine the funds but when the war is over their 
request would no doubt be taken into consideration. The Indians 
informed me they understood this and if a dey schoo] was furnished 
for them after the war is over it would be perfectly satisfactory 
to them. 


You will note that the petition has been typed 
end states that the Indians of Valley River reserve, Saskatchewan, 
are asking for the erection of a day school on their reserve with 
a Satholic teacher. The Indians informed me the petition wes typed 
by the Priest who visits the reserve and evidently the location of 
the reserve was not familiar to him. He did not, however, forget 
the Catholic teecher.

Honorable Minister: 


On the radio, I hear that Parliament is in 

session, Because I am a resident in your constituency 
and because you represent the Indian Dept. I come to ask 
you a very special and urgent favor. I am the Indian 
missionary for the reserve of Valley River, Manitoba. 

This Indian reserve is situated between Roblin and 
Grandview, close to Shortdale, Manitoba, There are 25 
families of Indians there and here is their plea. They 
absolutely want a day school on the reserve, In their 
names and mine, I humbly ask you to use your absolute 
influence to get the Government to vote a sum of $5000, 
dollars for this purpose. Our reasons are the following: 
The Indians want their children near them, Actually they 
are in Camperville and St. Philip's boarding schools, which 
are approximately 125 miles away. The reserve is an ideal 
place for a day school, all the families are very near 

each other, Children would not need to walk far. There 

is yet a deeper reason, The parents are so much taken about 
the idea of a day school, that they are taking every 
legitimate and illegitimate means to get it. For instance, 
they will s@a@# encourage their children to run away from 
boarding schools, They even tried to influence some C.C.F, 
members of Parliament to get it for them, Actually they 
have approached some lawyers to work the matter out for them. 
Seeing all that, I decided to write you. I did not have 
time to consult their Indian Agent of Kamsack, Sask. as I 
should have, I understand. I would have liked to see you 
personally at Russell, but I was told that you were away. 
Would you, therefore, do everything in your power to get the 
Indian Dept. to grant us this urgent request. A day school 
at Valley River Indian Reserve is needed, I know. A teacher 
would do much to maintain order on the Reserve, The 
Catholic teacher of the Indian school of Skownan, Manitoba, 
is ready to take over at Valley River. She is a Sister 

of Service, Patricia Fuller, who is about to quit on the 
Waterhen Reserve because she has too few children, 

I urgently hope that you will obtain this day school for us 
at Valley River, At any rate, your answer will oblige 
very much, I am a Catholic missionary; the Indians at 
Valley River are mostly Catholics and our Oblate Fathers, 
Principals of both boarding schools at Camperville and 
St. Philip's have urged me to appeal to you in the matter, 
They have difficulties with the children of Valley River 
precisely because they want a day school to be near their 
parents, We can hardly blame them, nor the parents, So 

4t is serious and I beg you to believe that I am not talking 
through my hat. We want this to come through and we know 
that you can do everything to help us.

Of this number, I expect ten children to be discharged, but 

there will be 12 new ones of school age, ready to go in. So 

a school for 3° children is what wewant. I presume that a 

pbuilding 24 x 40, would do. Moreover, an attachment house 20 x20 
would have to be built for a resident teacher, She would need 

a full basement under house and rooms above house. and school. 

I estimate that a sum of $5000. would cover the whole construction 
complete with desks, blackboards and paint, jakes for boys and girls, 
So it does not appear too extravagant, I think, 


Now the best time for building a school at Valley River, would be 
in May or June, so that we get the Indians to help. In August 
and September they go harvesting. I am sure they stand ready to 
help, if they can only get a school, Mind you, I know for a fact 
that they have already raised money to buy books for their 
children, There is a beautiful spot for a school, right across 
the road from the church. It is their so-called fair-ground, 
which they are ready to give for a school lot. Lumber could be 
had right there for there is the Gontinental Lumber Company, 

600 yards away. The farthest children would have fo gore than 

@ mile and a half to walk to school, Everything is so convenient 
that there seems to be no obstacle to the project.

There are serious grounds also to question the ability of the 
parents to give the children the food and clothing they require. Jt is 
rather to be expected that many of them would not be properly looked 
after and hence would suffer from malnutrition. Father Ruest mentions 
ten children in particular who either have no father, or whose father 
vagabonds from one place to another, or whose parents are in a condition 
of extreme want. 


(2) In favor of a day school at Valley River 
The attitude of the parents towards the Pine Creek Residential 
School is openly hostile. The children are aware of this and are natu- 
rally influenced by their parents. Hence the Pine Creek School is great- 
ly hampered in its efforts in behalf of these children although some of 
them, at least, profit by their attendance, 


On the other hand, the residence on the Reserve itself of 4 capa- 
ble Gatholic teacher who could hold sway over the Indians might help a 
great deal in bringing them to their senses and have a beneficial ef- 
fect on parents and children alike. Unfortunately, however, the unfavo- 
rable dispositions of the parents make this hope seem very problematic. 


I might add that the very motives that prompt the 
Valley River Indians to ask for a day school are in themselves rather 
an added reason for us to doubt that the venture would have any success 
at all. 


I trust the above will throw some light on the matter 
and enable you to help those concerned in reaching the best decision in 


the circumstances.

For various resons I was unable to contact Rev Fr. 
Poulette# until last lfonday at Roblin Manitoba, The matter 
of a Day School at Valley River Reserve was discussed fully 
and from every angle with the Reverend gentleman, 


I might say that there is no suitable biblding on 
on near the Valley River reserve that would be suitable 
for school purposes, except the new Roman Catholic Church. 
Rev. Fr. Poulette ti sht that his superiors would have 
no objection to us usfing the church for this purpose 
provided we paid a reasonable rent apd put in the necessary 
desks, bDlackboards, possibly erected a small shed for stérage 
of chureh funiture and other uses. 
I have since discussed this matter with the 

teverend Father Provineial of of this Cath j rder and 
] advises that we are at lit hechureh until 

1d a school next year provi h obstacles are 

overcome. 

Rev, Fr. Pouletite ¥ that he could on 
short notice secure a capable teacher that yould be quite 
willing to start in at Valley River in September providing 
we had the neces: ary building. He Had in mind }iss Fuller, 
who has been teaching at Shoal River Reserve in Manitoba for 
several years. However theRev. Fr. Provincial points out 
that Miss Fuller is“very poor health, which is possibly 
unknoym to Rev Fr Poulette. 

There used to be a day school at Valley River 
many years ago, and the Catholic order found that it was almost 
to satisfy the parents or children, complaints were many and 
often unwarranted according to the recol.ections of the Rev. 
Tr. Principal, Finally the school was destroyed by fire and the 
bone of contention ves removed. The Rev, Fr. Provincial does 
not apvear to be at all anxious to see another day school 
started unless he could be sure of a good man teacher for the 
first couple of year at least. 

Mr Dousette and the Rev. Fr. Provincial called together 
to discuss the matter of this school vith me, and we had a round 
table discussion in conection with this proposed school, 

lr Dousette advised adwised that he already had several sch 
schools vacant because he was unable to get the suitable teachers. 
T,is would appear to be the main reason why action should be 
deferred for the time being. 

Personally I would like to see a day school on this ; 
“eserve. It is very suitable for a day school as most of the Chatdrres 
would be auite close and none more that one and a half miles from 
the proposed site. The right type of teacher would be a great 
help in improving the conduct of the younger people at least, 
vy finding other suitable outlets for their surplus energy by 
directing them in wholesome pleasures and sports... 

Mvery indain on the reserve appears very anxicus to have the 
Day sehool again, which I think could be made a success in spite 
of past failures. The church could be made cuite suitable for 
our use for a year. The cost would I am sure of a new building 
would rin to around $15,000, 
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In view of the fact that tapers a8 
are forced to attend residentia schools so far 
poweags Be home and the ap arent keen desire for a day school 
where they can have their children at home, I would

‘ith reference to the books which she has not 
received, Geographies and Spellers were ordered from 
Bhe Government St.tionery Office some weeks ago but 
they have experienced great difficulty in securing the 
quantity that we require. Consequently, delivery of 
them has been delayed. However, we hope that they will 
go forward shortly. 


The crayons were also ordered from the Government 
jtationery Office. These are also difficult to secure 
in large quantities. You may purchase thirty-six boxes 
of crayons locally and forward them to the school. 


vith reference to the Histories. é wrote Sister 
Patricia on January ‘th asking her to let us have the 
title of the history text book thet she requires, also 
the grade or grades for which it is intended and the 
name of the publisher. We have not yet received any 
reply to that letter. 


As you are aware, there was a special order form 
attached to the Indian School Bulletin No. 1, Vol. 1 
issued on October 10th. We have no record of Sister 
Patricia having forwarded the form to order the books 
that we usually supply.

past experience and future hopes. 1 served three years at Berens 
iver, and four years at 3locdavein River. Six months of each year 

it was impossible to connect the doctor either personally or by 
mail. Then 1 had full responsibility of the sick and injured. The 
winter mail tcok ¢ month,and the summer 1a 1 took one week to 

pring me doctor's instructions. During my 17 yeard service at 
Waterhen Reserve,l sent for the doctor three times-1t took 24 hours 
to get him, ans 1 sent owt an average of one patient a year. 

1 had girl's and boys c ubs.4‘ursing and First Aid Classes for 
women. incouraged and assisted the Indians in their gardens and 
homes,and in everything that interested them. They brought all 

their sorrows and troubles to m@,even their sick animals. in all 
this 1 found great satisfaction and happiness. 1 could not 


have done so badly,as 1 have had many letters and one petition 
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fr the Indians asking me to return to them. 

1 have promised Rev Father Poulette,my present superior, 
that 1 will stand by him to getthis school completely organized, 
and to give the adults a feir opportunity to show if they wish 
te improve their moral and spiritual standerds,. Ve have already 
observed a slight improvement. At both Christmas and Waster, 
some Indians who had not been to the sacrements for eighteen and 
twenty years did so then, Under these circumstances 1 wish the 
Department to allow me to remain here for the 1947-48 term, But 
1 am asking very frankly to be allowed to return to another 
isolated mission-preferably to the Famloop B.C.Agency. 1 wish 
serve in the beauty and warmth of 3.C. 1 have friends there who 
write me 6f its picturesqueness and of the fine type of lndians,. 

Apart from the church and clubs,these Indians do not need 
me.They are all very nice to me,and state that they will not let 
me leave them, But they have the Farm Instructor ali the time, 
The Agent and Inspector often,and the doctor everytime they ask, 
Of course,Rev Father Poulette feels strongly that 1 am the only 
one to handle the situation at present.

On a recent visit to the Pelly Acency I visited the three Indian 
day schools therein, namely Valley River, Key's, and Cote. 


I found the attendance at the Valley River Reserve was very 
satisfactory. ‘There are 38 children on the roll, and the averace attendance 
for the immediately preceding month was 93.8%. A large number of the children 
had not missed a day, and those who had missed, had missed only a very few 
ays,because of illness. p / wz ) J

The attendance at the Key'g and ee chools was very unsatis- 
factory. That of the Key's School was 70.23%, and that of the Cote School 

58.95%. The Key's School, with 26 on the roll, had en average daily attendance 
of 18.26. The Cote School, with 44 on the roll, had an averazve daily attendance 
of 25.94. I pointed this out to Indian Agent Mr. J.L. Bryant, and the teachers 
concerned, and drew the attention of Mr. Bryant to the fact that Family Allowances 
payments should be stopped in many instances. Mr. Bryant is to immediately warn 
the parents that failure to greatly improve the attendance will result in loss 

of Family Allowances payments, and possibly prosecution. Aside from the matter 

of attendance I feel that very little is being accomplished at either the Cote 

Day School or the Key's Day School, and I do not consider the teachers concerne: 
are giving the service whieh we are entitled to expect. 


The teacher at the Valley River Day School, a Miss Zastre, commenced 
her duties this term. She is a teacher of lon experience, and although her 
qualifications are not high I believe she is performine very satisfactory work. 
She is making the classroom work interesting: which, of course, accounts for the 
2ood attendance to a great degree. =

I wired you Saturday night to advise that we had 
approximately 100 sacks of surplus cement at Valley River 
School. In case you might wish to use this elsewhere this 
fall. There may be close to 150 sacks but they were dif- 
ficult to count as we have the hard wood flooring stored 
in the shed which covers most of the cement. 


My experience is that cement gets very hard if kept 
over winter in freezing temperatures. However, if the 
school basement is really dry which I think it should be 
4t could be stored there. I am advised by several dealers 
that it would be saferto dispose of it this fall if it is 
not going to be used. The cement cost us about 90cents and 
will readily sell at 1.25 per sack. 


We have had some delays in the construction work due to 
lack of material and I had to lay off three of the carpen- 
ters over a week ago. The insulation and the windows were 
the chief holdup. However, we got half of the insulation 

ast week with the balance promised in a few days. The win- 

ows had to be specially made and these are promised for 
Shipment from Winnipeg. tomorrow. The insul brick siding 
should also arrive this week so there should be no more de- 
lays due to lack of material. It would appear now that it 
will be around November 15th, before the work is fully com- 
pleted. 


I consider Mr. Albert Banville a very competent foreman 
who thoroughly understands all branches of construction work, 
and I would recommend that you obtain his services for any 
other school building you may plan to build next summer. 

His three sons and a nephew work with him and are all good 
workmen.

I am pleased to advise that the windows and doors for 
this school arrived at Timberton on Monday and as we now 
have everything that is required, good progress should now 
be made in completing the building. 


The heating system has been supplied by the Campbell 
Heating Company and will be installed by Mr. Banville. I 
note that there were no charges included for installation 
by this firm, see our Voucher No. 1007. 


You have advanced us $ 3.800.00 for payment of wages 
etc. and after paying wages up to October 30th, we have on 
hand $ 303.05 we will account for all expenditures up to the 
end of October this week if possible. I have had to purchase 
some nails, wire etc. as well as pay wages from this advance 4 os 
and regret to advise that a further advance of $1200.00 for iLoo 
wages may still be necessary to complete the buil ing, inte- 
rior painting, and installation of the heating system. 


In regard to the furniture for the teacherage I will 
prepare a requisition after visiting the school on Friday as 
I will then be in a better position to know just what will be 
required. A good size cook stove range will be necessary and 
arrangements should also be made for a supply of furnace coal.

With reference to your telegram of October 29, I would 
advise that I shipped 157 sacks of cement to Superintendent 
F. Booth of Qu'Appelle Agency. This cenent was shipped 
gesaees to Lorlie, Saskatchewan for use of the Black Bear 
Band. 


This cement cost 89.72 per sack F.0.B. Timberton. Un- 
loading and reloading again cost an additional 10 cents 
per sack, so the charge to Black Bear Band will be at the 
rate of 99.72 cents per sack. 


I_used 15 sacks of the Timberton cement at Cote Day 
School and also allowed the National Lumber Yards at Timber- 
ton to purchase 25 sacks at a time that they urgently re- 
quired it and we kn6w we had considerably more than would be 
required. This firm made every effort to get our building 
material for the school and it was very difficult to get con- 
siderable of the material when it was required. 


The understanding was that they would credit us for the 
cement when their account was rendered. However, when the 
account was submitted this was overlooked. 


Mr. Gowan will be advised of this matter when we turn 
over all our Valley River accounts and records on Friday 
of this week and will see that the necessary adjustment is

Wages are paid up to the week ending November 27, and 
Mr. Banville and his two sons will still take all this week 
to complete the finishing work inside. The weekly wage for 
these three men amounts to $ 240.00 for 6-10 hour days.

After discussion with Priests, Hudson's Bay Agents and 
others who could speak authoritatively of this settlement, I 
decided not to ask for transportation to the place. 


It is generally agreed that the Indians who live there 
and who are a sort of lost group of wanderers from Alberta, face 
a dismal economic future. The lake is drying up and ruining the 
chances of survival by other means than relief doles. ‘The Church, 
the Hudson's Bay Company and Inspector Ostrander have been trying 
for several years to get these Indians to move to a more favour- 
able location, preferably to a place called Bull's House, on 
Peter Pond Lake, where there are fishing, possibilities for 
farming end hay and the prospect of a road to Lake La leche. The 
obstructionist is Chief Alfonse Piche, who is abetted by some of 
the older people for what are said to be entirely sentimental 
reasons. It may be that the withdrawal of artificial means of 
support would convince them that settlement elsewhere is mandatory. 


There is no reason to build a school at the present 
settlement, but if the Band would move to Bull's Head, construction 


of a two-room school would be justifiable. Nursing service would 
be available at La Loche or Ile a la Crosse, 50 miles in either

While ona patrol to the Fond Bu Lac area lately £ looked over the 
temporary building that 4s to be used for a school, and it was decided 
that a complete floor would be put down on top of the old one, which 
would level a very uneven one and would also add greatly to the heat of 
the building, only one extra window will put in owing to the condition 
of the walls which would not stand much cutting. Walls are to be 
repaired outside and in and the building banked up with sand, paint will 
be forwarded from here and the inside will be painted cream which will 
possibly offset any darkness that might be caused by want of sufficient 
windows. Two toilets will be erected at a reasonable distance from the 
school. 

All necessary supplies for this repair 
workare available at this point, and the labour will be local and mostly 
Indian. Tt is hard to estimate the cost as there is no skilled labour 
available there but Mr Black will superfise. 

A supply of wood has already 
been cut and as this was green wood a larger supply was cut so that there 
would be some available for the following winter, for this winter green 
wood will have to be traded with The H,B.Co for dry wood so that at least 
half green and half dry wood can be used. The epprox. cost of this wood 
4s $490.00 or one years cost approximately $350.00. 

I would mention that 
even if a teacher is available school could not be opened until the 
school supplies are received there which will about September 15th.

We did not do this, as delivery on frames at the present in l!dmon- 
ton is very bad and we have therefore listed materials required 

to make these up and you can have the carpenter do this on the 
job, which will save you money and besides give you good service. 


The next thing we would like to draw to your attention 
is the fact that we mooted on our Selxirk prefabricated Chimney 
for this job as it will be more economical than shipping bricks 
and lime etce into Fond du Lac.

When Superintendent Stewart attended the conference 
of Superintendents in Calgary last week he reported that the 
Rev. Father Gamache informed him when he paid Treaty at Fond 
du Lac in June that he is not prepared to continue to teach 
the day school. It will be necessary therefore to find another 
teacher. 


There is no accommodation for a teacherand an iter of 
$5,000. was included in the estimates to build a teacherage. 
The season is now so far advanced that it would be next to 
impossible to bring in much building material or erect a frame 
building. Therefore I suggested to Mr. Stewart that he in- 
vestigate the possibilities of building a two-room log house, 
using Indian labour to get out logs and employ qualified Indians 
or Metis to erect it. 


He is going there to investigate a report that the 
Indians are destitute and will arrange for the construction, 
of this building if he finds that logs can be readily secured 
and labour to construct the building is available. Furthermore, 
this will give much needed employment to these Indians. He 
stated that he could obtain the necessary finishing material 
from McMurray. The cost of such a building should be con- 
siderably less than $5,000. and should be quite comfortable 
for a single person or a married couple. Immediate action was 
necessary and I hope you approve. _

Extract from letter of Mr. Agent Macarthur, dated 
August 4th, I909. 


I had a meeting with the Indians of the Nut 
Lake Reserve on July 27th, nearly all of the band 
being present. I was disappointed to find that the 
whole band was against having a school opened on the 
Reserve. One man did say that if a school was opened, 
he would send his children, but as the others were 
against it he had no more to say. The Indians of this 
band are in many ways a fine body of men-that one can't 
help feeling could be made into successful farmers if 
they could be got to settle down. They are very inde- 
pendent and I think that the real underlying objection 
to a school is a fear that by accepting it they would 
in some way part with some of their freedom. 

The question must stand until a Farmer is 
placed on the reserve. He may, after a time, by 


judicious tact overcome their prejudices.

Hamilton of the Nut Lake Reserve in making his report states that 
those Indians who have children, are anxious to have a schbdol 
established for them. 

I understand that at the last Treaty payment this request 
was made by them to the late Agent, and when visiting the reserve 
during the winter Farmer Hamition as well as one of the Indians 
spoke about the matter, but as our time was fully occupied we did 
not go into details. 

For the Departments guidence, it would appear that there 
are upward of 50 children of ech.21 awe, 211 of whom, Like the 
reet of the band are Pagans, and I fancy there is only one or two 
who can speak English. As you are aware the Reserve is about 40 
miles from Wadena on the main line of the Canadian Northern, and 
in the past the band have lived by huntire uring the past few 
years the whole of thas country has been settled up, with the 
exception of a strip to the north for about 39 miles, It is expect 
ed that the Thurce:’ 4ill branch of the C.N.R will pass near the 
reserve, in which case the bands hunting grounds would to a large 
extent be closed. This matter of hunting wath the Nut ‘ake people 
is a most d?*ficult one, and as the country gets more settled up 
these hunting disputes are likely hecome mere mumerious, and it 
would te +o their inteeessts to do as much as possible to eneble 
the younger men to get a livin’ from their farming operations. At 
present they are famming in a small way, tne drawback being the 
distance to haul their grain,they are however making more of a 


sucess with their cattle, as there is a large quantity of 
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around the reserve and lake. At the same time also when they find 
themselves hemmed in by the settlers, unless they can s9btain a living 
from their farms the rationing of so large a band is likely to be on 
the jncrease. 

Under thes? circume’: 12ee the establishment of a school is a 
matter that might have 6oneideration. It has been found thet the school 
in some cases beens the peoole from wandering about the country 0 
much, which to 2 smal! extent keeps them on the farm. During the 
settling up of the country it would be wrong, 28 well as expensive, 
to allow the young men to grow up with only their hunting abilities 
to depend on for a living. There are one or two young men rere on the 
Beardys reserve who are a continue worry to tremaelves, and everyone 
in a small way,They sre never settled. Also the Nut Lake men cannot 
speak English, which is a 44*ficulty, as the younger men cannot hire 
out with the neighbouring farmers so easily as those who know what his 
employer is takking about, and in a year or two tye whole of the reserv 
with be surrounded ty white people. 

I understood from Mr Swinford that when he was Agent at Touchwood 
many years ago, and had charge of this band, these people were almost 
wild and very troublesome; if this is so their request for a school 
goes along way to show that in having a Farmer with them, and what 
little contact they neve het with the white settlers, they are begin- 
ning to releize that it is a good thing for the children to receive 
education, also it might be the means of their giving up their Pagan 
peleif in years to come. At the same time they are so very touchy that 
the whole matter would devend,as far as sucess goes, on the teacher, 

It would he : .soulty necessary to have someécr whe res had 
experience in Indian schools, however I expe*S the matter will come vr 
next time I visit the reserve, 2nd * wevld be glad of any suepcestions 
the Department might make,that I could place before these people if the 
question me on the matter.

I address this letter to you ss instructed, and 
I ask your assistance and advice towards obtaining my re- 
quest. It is ao matter of suck importance that I would ask 
you to bring it before the Minister of Indian Affairs at 
the earliest possible opportunity, end also to see that 
the matter is not dropped after it is opened up. 

My work and the work of my missionaries among 
our Indians gives us the opportunity of learning their 
state, their needs, their desires, in a way that you will 
rarely learn from your Indian Agents and Instructors. I

As you will recollect, on your nomina- 
tion, Mr. George Goodson, a student at Wesley College, 
was appointed by the Department as teacher of the school 
at Nut Lake during the summer months. During the time 
that Mr. Goodson was there the reserve was visited by the 
Chief Inspector of Indian Agencies, who, in a subsequent 
report, informed the Department of conditions as he found 
them, He states that school was held in a shanty 18 xX 
14, in which there lived some ten people. It was two 
o'clock in the afternoon when the Inspector went to the 
building where the school was supposed to be held and A 
found the teacher in his stocking feet, carelessly clad 
and appearing as if he had not performed his ablutions 
for sometime, To all appearance the teacher had been 
having an afternoon nap, There were only two pupils at

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the school and these were the children of the Indian whose 
house was supposedly being used as the school-room, 

When the attention of the Department was 
first drawn to the necessity of a school on this reserve, 
the wisdom of giving it a trial was not questioned. 1 
think you will admit, however, that if any good is to 
come from the school work it met necessarily depend upon 
the interest taken by those placed in charge. Much ef- 
fort may be needed to influence these people and bring 
them to realize the benefits that will acérue to their 
children from an education, and it will require the serv- 
ices of devoted and zealous servants, imbued themselves 
with a desire to improve and elevate the standard of 
these people. 

Should a school be conducted next year, 
the Department will have to be assured of the competency 
and earnestness of the teacher before it will be prepared 
to make an outlay such as was made this year for salary, 
etc. It would appear evident that Mr. Goodson did not 
gain the respect of the Indians, without which, of course, 


his efforts, if he made any, could bear no fruit.

I have just returned from a visit to the Nut Lake Resere 
and when there at a me€ting of the Indians who were 
present on the reserve I impressed upon them the desire 
of the Department that they send their children to 
school. I have informed them that they have a choice of 
schools to which they may send their children an@ at 
each of the schools their children will not only be 
taught to read and write English but they will also be 
given a practical training in general housekeeping, 
soil culture and the care of stock. I have made an earn@ 
effort during the past year to overcome the objection 
of the members of this band to education.Have pointed 
out the fact that their hunting grounds are being 
rapidly settled up end it will only be a matter of a 
short period of time until they will of necessity be 
compelled to abandon their present mode of making @ 
living and they will then have to make their living by 
culbtivating the soil and that ‘they are not doing their 
duty to their children if they do not embrace the 
opportunity afforded by our schoole of equipping their 
children with the education and training so necessary 
in the management of their business and which will 
enable them to become self supporting, self respecting 
and useful citizens. 
There are at present about seventy children of 
School age belonging to the Nut Lake Band and only two

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of this number are now attending school. 

They are a fine,healthy looking lot of children. 
The members of this Band make their living chiefly by 
hunting and trapping.They practice their aboriginal).

movement which would have the effect of weakening their 


influence over the Band.

I find also that this Band have a grievance owing 


to the fact that they have no Chief or Councillors and 
| suas none have been appointed since the death of the 
| old Chief Yellow Quill. I stated to them over a year 
ago that if they would select a Chtef and Councillors 
I would forward their request to the Department for 
consideration. They however have not been able to agree 
on @ selection and I would suggest that one of the 
deceased Chief,s sons named Kenewase No.85. be temporar 
ily appointed Chief by the Department. 

This man agrees if so appointed to immediately 
send two of his children to school and to assist me 
in inducing the Indians of his band to carry out the 
regulations of the Department. 

I will be glad to know at an early date if the 
Department will make the appointment as the Indians 
will very shortly depart from the reserve on their 
fall and winter hunt and it will be a difficult matter

,tent fof Indian Affairs called the other day to 
see the llut Lake Indian Reserve work about 
which I wrote October. He spoke about a school on 
the Reserve. certificate for teaching, and would be 
willing to move on the teserve if I had a house to live in. 
We would also recuire to put tp & small school, which could 
be used as a Church for the time being. T think thet tne 
Jhurch would later put up A building. I think with logs 
which are on the Reserve we could put up & house and school 
for #800.00 or $1000.00. 


With reference to my salary, I would need to be there 
the five regular teaching days I think to give the best 
results. I have five years experience in teaching, and 
salaries for expe rienced teachers run from $14 to $1800. It 
would require special work and care to get them started, and 
to manage them, and I think #1700 would be a reasonable salary 
for the year with the regulation holidays. I would undertake 
the mission work among the older ones under the Anglican Church 
or the Me@hodist Church, of which I am a Minister, as you 
decide. 


Hoping that these figures are satisfactory, and that 
something can be done at once in the matter of building and 
preparation. I think it would be quite a cause among the 
Nut Leke Indians, and I would be willing to spend my time the re 
and live on the Reserve. If you wish me to co nect with 
the Anglican Church you might get me in touch with the Officers 
of that Church so we could come to some arrangements about 
the work.

On October 26th. last I wrote you in regard to the 
recuest of Mr. John Ae Ward to give him some assistance for 
the purpose of erecting a Day School on the Nut Lake Reserve. 
I wrote to the Agent lir. Hardinge requesting him to furnish 
me with a report in regard to Mr. Ward and his proposals. I 
have not yet heard from him, but to-day received a letter from 
Mr. Ward, a copy of which I enclose. fhe tenor of Mr. Ward's 
letter does not commend itself to me. In his first communica- 
-tion, a copy of which I forwarded to you, he stated that he 
would be willing to put up & gmall building on the Reserve if 
the Department would bear part of the expense. The outlines 
of his proposals seem to me to be altogether too formidable, 
and the salary he thinks reasonable is altogether too large. 
It is a Church of Lngleand cause, and Mr. Ward states in his 
letter that he is a Methodist Minister. I do not see, 
therefore, how he can operate an Anglican organisation. I 
submit this letter fr your consideration.

1921. I beg to report that I have enquired into the above 
matter and find that Mr. Ward is 4 Student Preacher located at 
Kelvington. He volunteers to teach on Nut Lake providdd the 
Department pay him a Teacher's salary. 


He also proposes a building for schools and residence 
be @rected. Mr. Ward states that although he does not 
know which denomination cleims this field, he is willing to 
accommodate his faith to any creed provided he gets the 
appointme nt. 


Mr. Ward does not appear to have any particular 
qualifications for the appointment, and although Nut Lake very 
much lacks educational facilities ny experience of Day 
Schools would lead me to think that the suggestion of Mr. 

Ward would not be a great benefit to the Reserve. 


Mr. Ward is more or less unknown to the Indians and 
the Indians on the Reserve have not expressed any desire for 
a Day School. 


On the completion of the Gordon School lere, I am 
of the opinion many children could be brought from Nut Lake 
and if the Department consid red it advisable a small Day 
School could be establ’shed as well under the proper auspices 
and with a qualified teacher in charge «

\ Referring to my letter of the 10th instant and your 
reply of the 24th instant regarding the educational 
facilities on the Nut Lake and Fishing Lake Reserves, 
I note that the Methodist Church Authorities have 
intimated a desire to re-open & day school on Nut Lake 
“eserve. You point out that this school was formerly 
condueted by their Missionary. The school to which 
you refer was open for only a few months ané the work 
was carried on in an Indian house.The attendance was 
very poor indeed;no returns were sent to the Agent or 
to the Department so far as I know. The report I have 
from the Indian Agent in charge of the reserve at that 
time is that the venture was 4 failure. 


I wish to call the Devartment's attention to the 
conditions existing at Nut Lake Reserve at the present 
time. The Indians are hunters; they are seldom at one 
place for any length of time, particularly in winter. 

"his being the case, you can readily understand that a 
day school there would not be a success,no matter how 
good a teacher is sent or how rood a buildine is erected. 
Knowing conditions, as I do, I would consider that to 
re-ooen a school there would be only 1 waste of moneye 


™he Devartment will remember that when the question 
of building the Gordon's Boarding School was under 
consideration the Anglicans claimed that as Wishing Lake 
and Nut Lake Reserves were considered Anglican Territory 
they would be able to get many children from these pointse 
The school is now completed and the accommodation is

They have 
also resisted having their children sent to residential 
echoolee Each chureh denomination hae had missionaries 
on the reserve, one succeeding the other, but all retired, 
unsuccessful in their efforts to ehristianize these 
Indians. So far as the Department is aware, there ie no 
resident missionary among thece Indians at present. A 
priest of the Catholic Chureh visite the reserve from 
time to time, but I am informed by the authorities of the 
Oblate Order that their missionaries meet with little 
euccess. 


During the summers of 1913- 4 and-15, the 
former Methodist Church sent a missionary teacher to the 
reserve and conducted a day school during the sumer 

The attendance was never more than three or four 


-children 
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ehildren, Se pesene refusing to allow their children to 
ettend. No ool activity has been undertaken since 
that time. In the past, a few children have been placed 
in the residential schoole at File Hille and Qu'Appelle. 
At grees there are no children from thie reserve in 
ree ential achoole. It has never been considered advis- 
able to put into effect the compulsory provisions of the 
Indian Act and have the children placed in residential 
schools. 


These Indians are hunters: they are seldom 
in one place for any length of time, particularly in 
winter. They are Saulteau and stated to be a fine type, 
but are under the influence of their medicine men and 
the pagan rites which they follow. 


No efforte have been made 4 the past four 
or five years to provide educational facilities for the 
Nut Leake Band. It is the reserve in Canada where

A guiteable building for classroom purposes, with living 
quartere for a teacher, would need to be provided.

A request has been received by the Honourable 
the Minister, that educational facilities be provided 
for the Indian children of the Nut Lake reserve, in the 
fouchwood agency. According to the last census returne, 
there ie a total of 270 Indians in the Band, nearly all 
of whom are pagan, and there are approximately 74 
children of school age. 


Ae you are, no doubt, aware, in the past these 
Indians have Teeisted all efforts to establish a school 
on their reserve, and they have also resisted having 
their children sent to residential schools. It is 
possible that the attitude of these Indians has c ed 
and that they would now be favourable to having a school. 
I would request that, upon the occasion of your next 
visit to the agency, you will discuss the matter with 
the Indian Agent and submit a report, setting forth your 
views as to whether it would now be advisable to provide 
achool facilities, if the Indians would be favourably 
disposed and would send their children to echool. 


It is considered that, if a school is started 
on thie reserve, it should be undenominational and under 
the sole control of the Department. Please give your 
opinion concerning the e of building that should be 
provided. If all the children attend, no doubt, it 
would require a two-roomed school and probably living 
quarters for teachers. 


I shall be pleased to have as complete a 
report as possible, with your recommendation.

is dominant amongst the younger people, and so long &s they have 
to obtain their subsistence by following their present avocation 
their influence will remain the same. 


In my opinion we might be well advised to encourage 
the Principals of the residential schools to make & determined 
effort to recruit younrs children from this Peserve; and, if 
successful, which I doubt at present, in time the influence of 
these young people after they have received some years of training 
might gradually heve the effect of other Indians assuming & more 
kindly attitude with regard to education. 


No doubt there are missionaries and others who, 
without 4 knowledge of the efforts that have veen made in the past 
and without full informa tion reger ding the mode of Livelihood of 
these Tndians, will take the viewpoint that they are being neglectede 
This is not correct howevere Me Indians appesr to be contented 
witn their pres nt mode of living and the only request they made to 
me during the many years JI was there was that they be left alone to 
enjoy their own beliefs. Until the time arrives when it is impere- 
tive that they settle down to ferming and stock raising on t ne 
Reserve as & source of livelihood, T do not consider {+ advisable 
to incur the ext enditure which would be {involved in the establishment 
of a dey school on the Reserve. It would simply mean prov iding & 
position for a teacher, and T question very much if the influence 
of a school on the Reserve would have the effect of raising the 
standard of civilization amongst these Tndians until such time 4s 
they change their attitude tov ards this question. 


It will be seen by the foregoing that neitner myself 
nor re. wacdy concur in the recommendation that a day school ve 
established. In view of this fT hardly consider {t necessary to 
give my opinion as to the type of building which should be provided. 
mhere are no buildings on the Reserve at “he present time which 
could be used even temporarily for school purposes or @ teacher's 
residence.

Dear Mr. Waddy, 


I returned last night from Nut Lake, where I was visiting 
the Indians. Though I make my headquarters at Prince Albert, in 
the Diocese of Saskatchewan, I still visit the Reserves in the 
Diocese of Saskatoon, at the request of the Bishop of Saskatoon. 

While at Nut Lake we stayed with Mr. Burch, and we were dis- 
cussing the possibility of a school. As you know, Blue Cloud and 
a few of the other Indians are keen to have a day school, and he 
said that he had found fifteen children of school age whose parents 
would be willing to send them to school. He told us that you said 
if fifteen children were prepared to attend you would do your best 
to obtain a school for them. 

We, as a Church, would be very pleased to do what we could to 
help; and I feel sure the Bishop of Saskatoon would be glad to 
write to Ottawa about it, if you also are willing to advocate the 
school. The Department are building a school at Chagoness, 
and there are more children at Nut Lake than at Chagoness. 

Possibly my a native teacher might be more successful than 
a white teacher to begin with, and I think we could provide one 
by next Spring. One young Indian man is going through Normal at 
Saskatoon at the present time. 

I know that you, and all who are interested in the Indians, 
are anxious to see the Nut Lake band taught and uplifted from 
their present condition, and we feel that the Church can help 
towards this end.

regularly tne Indians of tae Wut Lake reserve. tuese 1 ans are all, 
less taree Catnolic families, of aboriginal oelief. It is only witain 
the last few years tuat toey have allowed tae Uissionary to visit them 
on tneir reserve. Yor tne last two years, tne Oolate Missionaries have 
organized picnics for this banc o1 d 1s anc have succeeded in 
cecoming quite friendly wita taem and wita their cnildren wita tne 
result tnat tney have agreed to place some oi taeir childre n the 
lduscowequan residential scnool. 


The Fatners propose to erect a Catnolic caurcn on the 
immediate outskirts of tne reserve; in fact, tne cauren | ill be 
situated just opposite tne reserve, on tne main hignway. 


{The friendly relations woicn have existed, as stated 
above, for tne past several years would, in our estimation, entitle 
the Missionaries of the Lestock scnool to be selected as having the 
first rignt to superintendent tne education of tnis band of Indians, 


It may be suggested that a neutral or undenominational 
school woulda better serve tne purpose as all tne Indians with 
possivly a few exceptions are still pagans. In tne estimation of 
our Missionaries, tnis would hardly be a just and fair solution of 
the problem as invariaoly wen a so-called neutral scnool is 
establisned, tae teacner selected is a non-catholic and, to all 
intents and purposes, the scnool becomes a non-catnolic school, Ilt 
is to avoid tnis unsatisfactory condition tnat we are asking taat 
the proposed scnool be given to tne Missionaries of tne Lestock 
district. 

We hope, wy dear ur Hoey, taat you will give the Oblate 
Fatners' request in tunis matter your favoravle consideration.

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I have for acknowledgment your letter of the 
16th inetent, in which you discuss the esirability of 
establishing an Indian day school on the “ut Lake reserve. 


It would eppear from the records here that this 
matter has »een given consideration by the departmental 
officials over a period of years. Inspector Murison, who 
was for a period of 15 years agent in charge of this re- 
serve, opposed the erection of a school in a report sent 
forward by him to the Department, dated January 3, 1935. 
Dr. Robertson reported on the proposal in a letter 
addressed to the Department on November 16, 1957. Dr. 
Zobertson's report reads in part as followsi- 


“At the present time it would be difficult 
to get many pupils to attend, owing to the way 
they are scattered over the reserve, but I be- 
lieve this could be overcome by assisting the 
Indians to build houses, making assistance avail- 
able only to those who would build within a 
reasonable distance of the school." 


It is my intention to discuss the matter further 
with Dr. Robertson during his attendance at the Inspectors’ 
Conference, which will be held at Ottewa, I understand, in 
the course of a month or two. In the meantime, I think 
that an attempt might be made by the church authorities, 
in cooperation with the Indian agents, to recruit pupils 
on this reserve for residential schools.

Dea¥ Sir: 


I beg to draw your attention to conditions on the Nut Lake 
Reserve, Touchwood Agency. These Indians have always been hunters and 
trappers, and are pagens. I do not think at the present time there are 
any of their children attending school, and only about half a dozen have 
ever done so. There is good agricultural land on the Reserve and the 
future of these Indiens must depend on agriculture, 4s the hunting and 
trapping for them are over. 


We have had Farming Instructors on this Reserve for quite a 
number of years, but aside from issuing rations, they have been of: very 
little assistance to either the Department or the Indians. They have 
altogether failed in securing the co-operation and confidence of the 
Indians. 


I would strongly recommend that serious consideration be given 
to the construction of a school on this Reserve this season if at all 
possible. I would point out that this is a Band similar to those Indians 
on Kinistino Reserve, where we had a similar experience--no progress wes 
made until we built a school and appointed competent men as teacher and 
Farming Instructor. I would strongly recommend that the same action be 
taken on this Reserve,as I believe the same--I might say remarkable--im- 
provements would result as on Kinistino. 


Mr. Burch, our present Farming Instructor, is temperamentally 
unfitted for the position he holds, and never should have been employed.

Dear Sir: 


I heve for acknowledgment your letter of the 
third instant, in which you recommend that serious 
consideration be given to the construction of 4 school 
on the above noted reserve, this season, if st all 
possibile. 


were prepared ebout six weeks ago. 

that these estimates, too, are printed and will be sub- 
mitted to Parliement in the ecurse of e fer days. You 
will readily appreciate therefore hor difficult it would 
be to meke provision in the estimates of this year for 
the construction of a school at Nut Lake, or for that 
matter, at any other reserve throughout the Dominion. 
Provision is usually made for the construction of Indian 
day schools in the regular estimates which, as I have 
already intimated, are prepared early in the fall of 
each year. 


Provision has been made this year for the 
construction of two schools on the Big River reserve, 
one at Mistawasis and one at Thunderchild. If in your 
judgment however the need at Nut Lake is more urgent 
than it is, say, at Thunderchild, a recommendation could 
be made to the Minister to have the appropriation for 
Thunderehild transferred to Nut Lake. 


The erection of an Indian day school on the

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Nut Lake reserve, unless very carefully handled, is likely 
to prove very controversial. The records indicate that 
the Methodist, United, Anglican and Roman Catholic Churches 
have made attempts to establish missions on this reserve 
from time to time. The Catholics askea for the establish- 
ment of a school on this reserve in 4 letter written by 
Father Plourde on December 16, 1937. The Anglicans on the 
other hand requested permission to erect a building on the 
reserve in a letter dated June 7, 1938, sent forward to 

the Department by you at that time. 


It is unnecessary to remind you that there is 
no provigion in the Indian Act for the establishment of an 
undenominational Indian day school. An Indian day school 
with a Catholic teacher 4n charge 1s usually féescribed as 
a Catholic School or a school conducted under Catholic 
auspices, and an Indian day school with a Protestant teacher 
in charge is described as a Protestaht school or a sehool 
conducted under Protestant auspices. 


I am personally disposed to favour the erection 
of a school on this reserve with « capable agriculturiaf& in 
charge, preferably @ man with an agricultural college degree. 
The task ahead of him woule be exceedingly difficult and 
would be, in my judgment, impossible, unless he had the co- 
operation of the Indians end the chureh authorities who have 
been until now interested in mission work amongst this 
particular Band. 


Mey I suggest therefore that the Indians them- 
selves be called together, either by yourself or by the 
agent, and an expression of opinion secured from them with 
respect to the education of their children and the general 
welfare of the adult population. It might be well also to 
discuss the matter with the local church authorities, 
telling them definitely what you have in mind and sup vesting 
that, if the Indians are willing, provision night be made 
for certain representatives of the churches to visit the 
school and give a certain amount of religious instruction 
from time to time. 


I shall be glad to hear from you again with 


respect to this matter, as soon as you have had an oppor- 
tunity of discussing it with the parties concerned.

I beg to advise thet last week I visited the Nut Lake Re- 
serve on the day of Treaty payment and discussed school matters with 
the Indians. 


The conditions on this Reserve are that they have es fine 
an agricultural Reserve as there is in the Province--at least 1,000 
acres of land could be broken without any brushing, but the Indians 
themselves are doing practically no farming. They are trying to make 
their living by hunting, trapping, and seneca root. The Indians them- 
selves can no longer make a living in this way, and must turn to agri- 
culture. There are a number, I believe, who would teke up agriculture 
if they had horses and implements, but they would also need some 
assistance in the way of rations the first year to live on while 
getting their land broken. 


The housing conditions are very bad. There are only three 
houses on the Reserve. The rest are simply shacks with mud roofs and 
floors. Mr. Waddy placed $5,000.00 in his 1939-40 estimates for 
assistance on this Reserve. He also has about 500 logs which he had 
the Indians take out in exchange for food supplies during the past 
two winters. These are splendid building logs, and it would require 
from 38 to 40 of them for a house. None of the Indie are carpenters, 
consequently a foreman would have to be brought in. Mr. Waddy had en 
Indian from another Reserve building & granary when I was there. 

This man was employing two or three of the local men as assistants, 
and would be quite competent to act as foreman for the building of 
Indian homes.

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In discussing the construction of 4 school, some of the Band 
were opposed to education altogether, others were favourable. 
After spending some time discussing 4ifferent matters, I asked the Band 
to discuss the matter among themselves and then appoint 6 committee of 
three or four to meet the Farming Instructor and draw up & programme 
that they considered would be beneficial. I also discussed the matter 
with the Farming Instructor and arranged with him to return and meet 
the Indians amdagain discuss with them the school and other matterse 


Mr. Waddy considers the securing of homes for these Indians 
as being of the first importance, and it is his intention, if any 
money is granted this yeer, to have the houses built within a radius 
of a mile of the Agency buildings. I enquired what it would cost to 
sonstruct these buildings, but Mr. Waddy did not have the figures with 
him. He stated it would be about the same as was allowed last year for 
building houses on that Reserve. 


With regard to the construction of a school, I am personally 
of the opinion that this is necessary before we can hope for very much 
improvement on this Reserve, also the appointment of a4 carefully 

scted married teacher who will carry on along similar lines to 
» being carried on on Kinistino Reserve. 


With regard to the religious aspect, while paying the 
Treaty } Waddy took a census, and these Indians all profess to 
be Pagan, except 6, five of whom are R.C. and one Protestent. There 
are about 70 children of school age on this Reserve, only one being 
4n school or receiving any education. 


When in Battleford at the Agents' meeting, I had en opportunity 
of discussing with Archdeacon Peul conditions on this Reserve, and he 
was favourable to the establishment of a school with the class of teacher 
suggested by you, ziving each church the privilege of certain hours for 
relizious instruction. Mr. Waddy has discussed this matter with the 
R.C. prelate of this Reserve, who suggested that there was room enough 
for two schools, one on each end of the Reserve. At & meeting of the 
Indians, strong exception was taken by many of them to y religious 
training in the school, and it is my opinion that @ sc 001 along the 
lines suggested (that is, with a teacher giving no religious instruction, 
but with each church having the privilege of going in and giving re- 
ligious instruction during certain hours, but not sompulsory) is the 
only way we can hope to establish a school and get the children to 
attend at present. 


I will, however, personally interview the R.C. prelate, either 
before or immediately after my next meeting with this Band, & submit 
another report.

I have for acknowledzment your letter 
of June 10, in which you seek information with respect 
to educational facilities at the Nut Leke Indian Reserve, 
Touchwood Avency, Saskatchewan. 


The last census (1939) indicates that 
there are 2°9 Indians living on the reserve lands at Nut 
Lake. This is one of the most primitive bands anywhere 
in the Dominion. They appear to be vigorously opposed 
to missionary effort and consequently opposed to the 
enrolment of their children st Indian residential schools, 
which schools, as you are no doubt aware, are conducted 
by the Department in co-operation with the churches. Our 
records indicate that a number of investigations of con- 
ditions on this reserve have been undertaken by our inspect- 
ors, in co-operation with the Indian agents. The desirab- 
ility of establishing an Indian day school on the reserve 
was thoroughly investigated by Inspector Murison in 1925. 
In his report the Inspector states:- 


"fT have discussed this matter with Indian 
Agent Yaddy and find that he holds the same viers as 
myself with regard to the attitude of the Nut Lake 
Indians towards education - thet is that their attitude 
has not changed. They are strongly opposed to any tnter- 
ference with their aboriginal beliefs. ..... TI was in 
charge of this reserve as Indian scent for over 15 years. 
During that period I made a very determined effort to 
recruit children from the Nut Lake Band for the residen- 
tial schools in the Touchwood and QutAppelle agencies, but 
with very little success. I think during that period I 
was only successful in obtaining three or four recruits. 
eeeee These Indians appear to be contented with their 
present mode of living end the only recuest they made to 
me during the many years I was there was that they be left

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alone to enjoy their own beliefs. It will be seen by 
the foregoing that neither myself nor Mr. Waddy concur 
in the recommendation that a day school be established." 


The late Dr. Robertson took a personal 
interest in the Nut Lake Indians ané discussed with them 
the desirability of establishing an Indian day school on 
the reserve on a number of occasions. In a report dated 
June 26, 1929, Dr. Robertson states:~ 


"T4th regard to the establishment of a sehool, 
Mr. Wadéy feels that securing homes for these Indians, 
centrally located, is more important than the construction 
of a school this season. ... Needless to say, & school 
with only a classroom teacher would be useless. Progress 
depends on the careful selection of a teacher and his wife, 
he to carry on not only classroom work but elso gardening, 
manual training, etc., and his wife, organization work 
among the women." 


Conditions at the Nut Leke Reserve 
were again investigated by the General Superintendent of 
Indian Agencies, Mr. M. Christianson, who, in a report 
dated July 26, 1941, remincs us again that missionaries 
who visit this reserve from time to time have failed to 
secure the co-operation of the Indians, However, Mr. 
Christianson advocates the establishment of a sehool on 
the reserve immediately following the close of the war. 


It is exceedingly difficult to deter- 
mine exactly what should be done to provide these Indians 
with educational facilities. Our experience on other 
reserves has been that unless the active co-operation of 
the parents can be secured, & day school is practically 
worthless. I am personally of the opinion, however, that 
steps should be taken to establish a day school on this 
reserve, just as soon 48 the right type of welfare worker 
or teacher can be secured. Dr. Robertson's sucgestion, 
that a teacher capable of giving farming instruction 
should be provided, appears to be @ sensible one and well 
worth a trial. At the moment, however, I can only state 
that this matter has been reviewed from year to year by 
the Department and will be very carefully and sympathet- 
ically considered in the future, with the object of taking 
the steps necessary to provide the best possible educat- 
{onal facilities for this band of Indians.

Dear Sir: 


I have just had a visit from some Indians, pouring out their woes, 
troubles, and injustices, and requesting that I write you in regard to some of 
these things. It has always been a source of grief to me to see the treatment 
the Indians here have received at the hands of the white man. They have no more 
educational facilities than they had 100 years before the white man came. A 
young Indian will grow up to manhood before he has a name or can speak a word of 
English. There has been no school or church as a means of education on either 
line either secular or religious. They still follow the ways of their ancestors, 
and when one takes sick, they sing continuously to drive the evil spirits away. 
I have heard them at it, but the patients died. If they violate the white man's 
law they are sent to jail, that is the extent of their education, the jail is their 
only school. The white man has not helped them morally either. A boy and girl 
decide to live together, and that is all there is to that. A few years ago, 4 or 
possibly 5, a man of perhaps 40 left his wife and family and lived with a young girl. 
Whe wife, who had a number of children, appealed to the white man's law. It was 
to have him support the family. She was told nothing could be done about it as 
they had never been marrjed. A year or so later she had a child, and when the Dr. 
asked who was the child's father, she said "Birch? Birch? Birch? I was told 
the Indians got rid of him as he was too much Squaw and I was informed he was 
transferred to another reservation. Morals} God help usJ Now the man who made 
the complaint told me that they had it in for him as the police in Kelvineton was 
& particular friend of Birch. Now this man, whose name is Bluecloud, had arranged 
with a farmer near Kelvington for himself and boy and team to go threshing. The 
man was to meet him there would drive in with the car to let him know when they would 
start. A car drove in and Bluecloud went to see the man, thinking it was his man. 
He stumbled over the tent rope and nearly fell. The police had been informed that 
there were Indians drinking around there, so when Bluecloud stumbled over the tent 
rope the Police grabbed him saying "you are drunk"and ordered him to get into the 
car, which he did. He was not drunk as his wife can testify, but the state of the 
police may be questioned as the "drunk"? had to tell him he was going in the wrong 
direction. He was kept in jail (in school if you like it better) for several days, 
then the Inspector arrived, and the prisoner heard him from his cell say, "Well, if 
he is stubborn (he stoutly denied being drunk) we will give him a heavier sentence, 
He managed to get a lawyer who, after conferring with them, told him he better 
plead guilty as they were going to give him two months if he pleaded not guilty (quite 
@ school) and he would (by telling a lie) get off with 30 days. He did as his 
schoolmaster told him, and got 30 days. He turned to his persecutor, not prosecutor, 
and asked what they would do with his wife and family, 7 in alle Oh, we will take | 
care of them. Well he was taken to Regina where he spent 30 days, during which time 
the threshing was over, and his chance to earn at 10 days $150.00. His wife was give 
an order for 35.00 on a store. Now my contention is that the Government of this 


country owes Bluecloud an apology, and $150.00 in cash, and nothing less than the’ 
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would be justice. I know this man well. He is a University man, got his 
education in the U.S. He is a temperate man, does not smoke or use vile 

language, but he knows when he gets a dirty deal from the whites. He was a 
veteran of the first World War, was shot in the knee, which, of course, helps 

to make a "drunk" out of him as it is hard for him to walk without a slight 

limp. We talk of the Germans and the Japs, and their injustices, but I think 

it is time Canada cleaned up her own front yard. If this thing is not straightened 
up I intend to take it to Ottawa, and then to some of our newspapers who are 
always willing to print any such article if the writer sicns his name to it. If 
Birch is still drawing good @anadian money for taking care of squaws whose husbands 
have deserted them, the people of this country should know it. If all the 
education in morals, religion, and secular matters are left to the jails, unjust 
judges, and immoral agents, then it is time for a change, and time for a house- 
cleaning. Now a personal word. I am near 75 years of age, and don't want trouble 
with anyone, but when downtrodden, oppressed people come to me asking me to speak 
up in their behalf, I am still ready to fight.

Laing 
of Archerwell, Saskatchewan, in connection with affairs at the Nut Lake 
Reserve of the Touchwood Agency. 


Very little progress has been made on that reserve in the past 
but plans are under consideration for improvement. They are all pagan Indians 
and do not want their children educated. A day school should be built at that 
reserve in the near future and a real effort made toward the education of 
the children. 


Mr. Burch, the farming instructor referred to in this letter, is 
now et the Muscowpetung Reserve, Qu'Appelle Agency, and I do not think that 
@ complaint in connection with alleged actions of his four or five years ago 
should be considered by our Department at this time. 


The present farming instructor is ki. F.N. Murphy and we might hope 
that under his direction, and later the assistance of good day school teacher, 
some progress might be made. 


The other complaints in this letter @ze abuses of the Indians in 
the past, although of some concern at the present time, cannot now be remedied. 
Our only hope is that the action of the Department officials at that point 
will not be the subject of complaints in the future. 


The present complainant says he is seventy-five years of age 
and he writes as though he has been associated with the Indians of the Nut Lake 
Reserve for many years. liy only regret is that he waited until he was seventy- 
five years of age before deciding that —— should be done about >

Your letter 90-11 of August 28 has received careful 
consideration. I am writing to Inspector Ostrander to decide 
whether we should include this school in our 1947-48 approp- 
Piation. Can you provide us with a rough estimate of the cost 
ef building a one-room day school on this reservation? Normally 
we allot $8,000.00 for such an appropriation, but if the lumber 
is being cut on the reserve, we should be able to do it much 
more cheaply.

I visited the \lut Lake Reserve on the 24th instant accompanied 
by Indian Avent XS. Davis, for the purpose of discussing with ir. Davis, 
Farming Instructor Gervais, and the Indians, the matter of establishing a 
day school on that reserve. 


The (ut Lake idians seem to be anxious to have a y school but 
they insist that it be non-denominational, the same as the one on the Kinistino 
Reserve. Very few of the tut Lake Indians have accepted Christianity and no 
Christian Church has been successful in its efforts to become established amoncst 


schools are needed in this province and the need should b 
e earliest possible date. I do not think 
be a sable to give priority to the Nut Lake Indians in view of the 
fact that a number of other reserves where day schools are required will have 
better attendance than will the ‘ut Lake Indians, the reason being thet many 
of the Nut Lake Indians are away from their homes a considerable part of the year 
huntinz, trapping, and performing casual labour, there being no other way for 
the Indians to make « living on that reserve at the present time. Most of the 
reserves where I have asked for the establishment of day schools have a large 
proportion of the Indians earnine their living on the reserve by farming. On those 
reserves the Indians ere not travelline so much and it would not be so difficult 
to keep up good attendance in the schools. 


I mey say thet as soon as I commenced discussing the school questi 
sk 


with the Nut Lake Indians on this occasion they immediately * for a resid 
school of their own, civine as their reason the fact that they do not live at 


hone very much. Of course I informd them that the Department would consider 
rivine them a residential school for their r 


effort is being made to commenc ine on a much larger scale 
eserve than has been done in the past and I hope that before 
school there will be more useful than at the present time. 


fith reference to the letter on the same file which \ addressed 
to Indian Agent 8.5. Davis and copy sent to me th regard to the approximate 
cost of a one-room day school st Nut Lake, I discussed with the Mut Lake Indians 
and the Farming Instructor the possibility of gettine out a fairly large quantity 
of saw logs this winter to be sawn into lumber and used for the building of e 
day school on their reserve, buildings for the Farming Instructor which 
were asked for in the Estimates for 1947-48, If this is done, and I have reason 
to believe it will be done, the amount of $8,000.00 which you mention would 
probably be sufficient to build the classroom building, as well as the teacher's 
sidence and out-buildings for a dey school. I would suggest that the $6,000.00 
be added to the Touchwood Agency Estimates, then, if the Indians cet out logs 
and «et a sufficient quantity sawn to provide all the necessary rough lumber 
for buildings needed on their reserve, they be given first consideration for «

With reference to your letter #121-8-1 (WT) dated September 18, 
1946, re the Nut Lake Day School. 


I de not know what class or size of school you propese to build. 
Lumber cut on the reserve will cest us around $25 to $30 per 
thousand, planed. This wouldinclude dues for the logs that would 
have te be paid to the band funds. It would be necessary of 
course to purchase flooring, shingles and inside finishing lumber 
from a lumber yard. 


I am of the opinion we could build a nice school and teacherage 
for $10,000.00. 


These Indians have always taken the attitude that they did not 
want a school, owing to the fact that our schools are run by the 
churches, all but two families on the reserve being pagan. 


They new are very much in favor of a school, but have more than onc 
made it quite clear to me thet they will not attend any church 
scheol,but want a school run by the Department and ne religious 
instructions taught in the school. As one of the Indi-ns said 
that when their children were grown up they could change if they 
wisshed, but did not want any religion pushed on them. 


We have around 70 children that ere of school age. I would 
recommend that a schoel be build and run in the same way as the 
Day Scheel on Chagoness Reserve, Duck Lake Agemcy, as the Nut Lake 
and Chagoness Indians are more or less one band of Indians.

Should #24 guage metal be not available, aluminum will be 
used at a slight extra cost. We cannot guarnatee the above furnsce 
will satisfactorily heat the building if the layout on the plans is 
followed. You will notice that the plans call for over a thousand ¢ 
square inches of hot air and only just over four hundred square inghes 
of cold air. This is definitely going to starve the cold air and 
reduce the efficency of the furnace. By installing more cold airs you 
will Seceive a great deal more ecomomy from the unit. Ed. Tax is not 
included in the above estimate and will be extra. 


\ We would not hike to quote on the electrical work at this 
time as we will need more information. There were no exit lites 
shown on the plans and no fire alarm system.
